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Reilly gives 
explanation 


Fireworks still explosive

NEWTON — Fire Chief Ed- 
ward B. Reilly, Jr., has written to 
the city’s 24 aldermen in an at- 
tempt to heal the wounds created 
by his controversial denial of a 
fireworks permit requested by a 
Nonantum religious society. 

The strongly worded, two-page 
letter on fire department sta- 
tionery represents the first writ- 
ten explanation of his refusal 
earlier this month to grant a 
fireworks permit for the St. Mary 
of Carmen Society’s 49th annual 
festival. 

“It is my hope that once you, 
the members of the Board, and 
the interested parties understand 
the facts and the reasoning 
behind my decision, you will 
assist me in explaining to the 
public why I could not sign the 
permit,’ the letter asks. 

While Reilly’s letter and one 
published by the society last 
week seem to indicate concilia- 
tion of the controversy is beginn- 
ing, some aldermen believe the 
explanation is long overdue and 
are still embittered by the chief’s 
uncompromising stand on the 
permit issue. 





In the communication dated 
July 26, which aldermen were 
supposed to have received this 
weekend, Reilly states he is 
‘“‘deeply disturbed and 
disheartened by the tone and 
direction’? recent public debate 
on the issue has taken

Parenthood made easier

NEWTON Alia Chandra and her 
‘daughter,’’ Diana Melinda, look alike. Both 
have that dark skin from Alia’s native Philip: 
pine Islands. Both have huge brown eyes and 
dark ponytailed hair. But the similarities bet- 
ween the two stretch far beyond physical ap- 
pearance 

The thing that makes this ‘mother 
daughter’? team so special is that both are 
adopted. Alia was adopted eight years ago by 
Rama and Barbara Chandra of Newton 
Highlands; Diana, a ‘‘Cabbage Patch doll,” 
was adopted by Alia this past winter. 

“Alia has accepted her own adoption so 
much better since this,’’ Barbara Chandra 
said of the six months Alia and Diana have 
spent together. The acquistion of the doll 
“seemed to put an end to the mystery of adop- 
tion for Alia.”’ 

The eight-year-old Selwyn Road resident, 
who has been with the Chandras since she was 
five weeks old, came to know of Diana much 
the way her parents came to know of her.

} “It was very spontaneous,”’ Mrs. Chandra 
} recalled. After calling “‘lots of stores’’ sear- 
| ching for a Cabbage Patch doll and being plac- 
| ed on waiting lists, a friend of the Chandras 
| called one Saturday afternoon in January to 
| say that she had purchased a doll and urged 
| Alia to come see it. 


Like the search for Diana, the Chandras had 
been placed on long waiting lists in two dif- 
ferent adoption agencies in the Philippines 
without much hope. It was Rama’s work as an 
electrical engineer and consultant that 
brought them to Manila for 18 months.

Old Hyde School 
Razing 
awaits 
funding

NEWTON — Building Commis- 
joner James W. Cameron will be 
approaching aldermen ‘in the 
near future” to ask for money to 
demolish the fire-damaged por- 
tion of the Hyde Elementary 
School, Mayor Theodore D, Mann 
said last week 

Mann, who made the announce- 
ment during his weekly press 
conference, said the decision to 


.demolish the portion of the Hyde 


gutted by a 1981 fire was made on 
the basis of an extensive ex- 
amination of the building’s struc- 
tural integrity recently con- 
ducted by an Arlington-based 
firm of engineering consultants, 
Simpson, Gumpertz & Heger Inc. 
The firm’s findings, which 
were officially made public last 
‘Tuesday by the mayor, are based 
on visits made to the school by 
engineer Werner H. Gumpertz 
from last November until 
February of this year, 
Of the six conclusions reached 
in Gumpertz’s report on the por- 
tion of the school damaged dur- 
ing a 1981 fire, the most signifi- 
cant one states ‘The Old Hyde

Guess who’s on Mann's list?

NEWTON — A city engineer 
Monday stopped a_ private 
company from ripping up a 
portion of a West Newton 
Square sidewalk because per- 
mission for the work had not 
been obtained from city of- 
ficials. 


The unauthorized construc- 
tion work, undertaken in an 
apparent attempt to repair the 
cliff-like driveway leading into 
the Martin Mill Parking 
Garage along Chestnut Street, 
was halted because it created 
a potential hazard to 
pedestrians, according to 
engineer James Mula. 


Mula, a 28-year veteran of 
the city’s engineering depart- 
ment, found workmen from 
Brickstone Properties, the 
firm who built the garage and 
adjoining office complex, ripp- 
ing up the sidewalk during his 
usual inspection rounds Mon- 
day morning.

City pulls Maloney off 
asbestos removal job

. Maloney Company, originally contracted for 


the asbestos removal at Newton North High School this summer, has 
been taken off the job by city officials. 

According to City Solicitor Daniel Funk, the Brookline-based com- 
pany defaulted on the $527,000 contract in the areas of timing and 
health and hygiene, Company officials were unavailable for com- 


ment, 


Maloney workers, who had already been on the job several weeks, 
were pulled off last Wednesday. The contract has been given to the 
second lowest bidder, National Surface Cleaning Inc. of Methuen, 
which Funk said will most likely be working around the clock, seven 
days a week to complete the removal before school starts Sept. 5.

Mona McNamara is just winding up a two-week , e 


Like many of her former classmates at Brockton High 
School, the slim, brown-haired teenager is preparing for col 


But unlike most students, she will use her computer training 
and for her, it will be 
one of the keys to a successful college experience 


McNamara, who will enter Bridgewater State College in 
September, is visually impaired. She is learning how to 
operate a closed-circuit television unit that magnifies texts 
and a computer processor that can display commands in large 
type, with letters up to 36 times the standard size 


The training is part of a two-week computer course for the 
blind and visually impaired taught by the Carroll Center for 
the Blind in Newton Centre and conducted at the Educational 
Collaborative (EdCo) Computer Center in the Lincoln-Eliot 
School. Organizers believe it may be the first such credit class

stubborn in his resolve not to 
grant the permit. That’s not pro- 
fessional, as far as I’m concern- 
ed. Professional is being able to 
sit down and work out some ar- 
rangement,’’ according to Car- 
michael. 











He also called using ‘‘public 
safety issues’’ as the reason for 
the denial is a ‘‘double-edged 
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that suggest that the fire depart 
ment budget will be politicized in 
order to punish me for upholding 
the laws of this state and for the 
unpopular decision I had to 
make,” he continued

School, as it stands now, is un- 
safe. We recommend that the 
building be demolished prompt- 
ly. If this is not done, the loose 
bricks on top of the wall should be 
secured promptly, because they 
present risks to safety.” 
According to Mayor Mann, 
Cameron, after meeting with 
aldermen from the area, will first 
seek funding to erect a fence 
around the building to protect 
Newton Highlands residents 


from the “immediate safety 
dangers’’ presented by bricks 
falling from the top of the 
weakened walls. City officials 


will also “watch the are areful- 
ly”’ for any signs of further struc- 
tural deterioration, he added. 

“Sometime in the near future,”’ 
the mayor said, Cameron will 
begin the aldermanic process of 
seeking funds for the building’s 
demolition. 

“Regardless of how one feels 
about the closing (of Hyde) or 
school consolidations in general, 
very clearly there is no one who 
should be willing to take a chance 
with the safety of that communi- 
ty,’’ Mann said. 

He added, ‘‘The report speaks 
for itself. I’m not dealing with 
political ends We hope to 
center on the issue, the sense that 
there is a need to do something of 
a corrective nature as soon as 














possible to protect lives and pro- 
perty. That’s what’s before us 
right now.” 


Beside his recommendation 
that the old school building be 
demolished, Gumpertz also found 
that the initial handicapped hous- 
ing/mixed use plan developed for 
the site in 1983 by City Design 
Collaborative, Inc. failed to take 
design, supervision and legal ex- 
penses into consideration and 
that rebuilding the site would 
currently cost close to $1.2 
million more than originally ex- 
pected 


“Unless the City of Newton is 
prepared to pay a premium for 
the preservation of the building 
as an historic structure, the pre- 
sent scheme for its reconstruc- 
tion is not economically sound,” 
he states 





According to Gumpertz, ‘An 
inadequate temporary roof (over 
the abandoned, fire-damaged 
portion) has allowed continued 
water penetration into the in- 
terior of the structure, An effec- 
tive tempor roof would have 
cost nearly much as a perma- 
nent roof,” 


If the building is 
reconstructed without radical 
removal of the problem areas,” 
he states, ‘‘the infestation could 
spread undetected, eventually 
weakening the wood until it falls. 
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The potential failure mode is in 
shear, which involves unpredic- 
table collapse, without warning.”

Hub convention 
site has merit 


Mayor Ray Flynn’s dream of a 
Democratic National Convention for 
Boston in 1988 is not at all a bad one. The 
Hub of our universe has a lot of hotel 
rooms to fill, its Athens of America culture 
panache, and just as much architectural 
quaintness as San Francisco if you except 
the cable cars. 

Economic stimulus in form of millions of 
dollars to be spent is important. National 
attention would be fixed on Boston and 
Massachusetts, somewhat of a backwater 
in the great party powwows. 

As a political decision making device, 
the conventions have become mean- 
ingless, of course. First-ballot rubber 
stamp acclamation of the presidential can- 
didate who arrives with a majority of 
delegates locked up is now the pattern. A 
rules fight or platform issues might 
generate steam, but not really that much. 

Conventions are a Madison Avenue 
showpiece in which PR people endeavor to 
whoop up a spectacular for television. 
They are junkets for delegates, nearly all 
of whom have nothing to do except carrv 
out primary mandates. 


The opportunity to size up Mr. Big is of- 
fered, to be sure. Some area delegates 
returned with the feeling that while Walter 
Mondale impresses as a poised, clean-cut 
man to be respected, the party needs a 
spellbinder like Mario Cuomo. Two Hub 
columnists went to the extremes. One 
lauded Mondale as having usurped 
Reagan issues, the other chopped him up 
in little pieces with ridicule. 


Nothing in the San Francisco tribal war 
dance changed the essentials of this 1984 
campaign. The election will turn on the 
ability of Ronald Reagan to explain away a 
federal deficit pushing toward $200 billion, 
one which threatens an unprecedented 
prosperity benefiting the great majority of 
Americans. Democrats are assuming the 
strange role for them of debt-reducing con- 
servatives. 


Democrats will also hammer away at 
the rich versus poor aspect of the Reagan 
tax program and his shift of responsibility 
for social programs to the states, But the 
main thrust of Reaganomics is what the 
country voted for in 1980 and so long as the 
economy keep humming, Mondale, a 
Carter administration carryover, has a 
tough job in the last lap trying to overcome 
the incumbent. 


On party conventions, it has been ap- 
parent for the past quarter century that a 
direct, one-day national primary would be 
an excellent method. It could do away with 
the long, boring campaigns, state by state, 
and possibly reduce the spending. No 
amount of sentiment for change exists 
within the major parties. Why do so, in- 
deed, when the quadrennial galas are such 
fun? Impetus for change has to come from 
a coalition of such good government 
groups as Common Cause, rather than the 
partisan entities. 





There will be more conventions, so 
Boston should get in line. Part of a one- 
party state, it has the credentials. Enlarg- 
ed Hynes Auditorum will be a proper set- 
ting.

Publicity hoped to raise consciousness 


The recent news item in the 
papers about truck safety carries 
an important message and 
hopefully will raise the con- 
sciousness of the public and our 
justice system not only to truck 
safety and proper training of 
drivers, but also to instituting 
proper laws to apply when a per 
son is seriously injured due to the 
carelessness of a driver 

My daughter was struck by a 
truck while riding her bicycle on 
Storrow Drive across from the 


MDC skating rink and the 
ballpark near Watertown. This 
man broke three laws. He was 


cited for (1) not slowing down or 
sounding his horn on approaching 
a bicyclist and (2) unlawfully be. 
ing on a restricted road. This 
road is clearly marked that 
trucks are excluded and that it is 
for pleasure vehicles only. Later 
a witness testified in a deposition 
that the truck speed was 50 mile 

per hour in a 40-mile zone. This 
witness is a hydraulic truck 
mechanic. It is possible, too, that 
the driver of the truck was drink 

ing. Two months after running 
Nancy down, he was arrested for 
drunk driving and the charges 
were dropped because he refused 
to take a breathalizer test.

ternal water damage that occured two weeks ago at Newton North 
High School 

A spokesman for the building department said City Building 
Commissioner James Cameron does not know when the final 
figures will be in. But Cameron said last week he was confident 
that the affected areas will be repaired by the start of school Sept 
5 





Cameron said the leakage, which occurred between last Friday 
and Sunday nights and damaged rooms on three levels of Barry 
House and Beals House, was caused by a hose in the art room that 
ruptured, developed a leak or was left on. The hose was connected 
to a shower area set up for asbestos removers now working in the 
building 

State statutes require that asbestos removal workers, besides 
wearing special, protective clothing, shower before they leave the 
area in which the work is being done 

My own personal opinion is that it's contractor related,” 
Cameron said. If that opinion holds true, the company, G.S. 
Maloney of Brookline, will be held liable for the damage. The 
building and law departments are still dealing with Maloney’s in:

T.C. Whitehouse’s job requires him to say “I love you”’ to 
perfect strangers. Other days, he’s asked to insult people he has 
never met, Whitehouse must also inform strangers about family 
births, deaths and engagement announcements as well as order 
flowers, pizza or concrete for them. 

Whitehouse is a volunteer for CONTACT-Boston, a non-profit 
service in Newtonville which operates a telecommunications 
device (TDD) that transmits telephone messages for 2,000 deaf 
and hearing-impaired people throughout the Boston area. Calls 
are relayed free of charge unless they're long-distance. 

Similar to language interpreters, Whitehouse and about 40 
other volunteer operators send messages back and forth between 
two people, one or both of whom are deaf or hearing-impaired 
TDD owners. 

“You get a real range of calls,’’ says Whitehouse of Newton, 
who also publishes a newsletter with the Southern New England 
Methodist Conference. ‘‘As an operator here, you see a real slice 
of life. I trace lost airline baggage, arrange dates — " 

A ringing telephone line interrupts the sentence. Assuming a 
businesslike posture, he quickly dons a headpiece, adjusts its 
receiver over his ear and secures the mouthpiece. With both 
hands free to type on his TDD — a piece of machinery which 
looks like a small typewriter attached to a screen and costs bet- 
ween $250 and $1,000 — Whitehouse clears his throat and 
answers the phone. 

“Hello, this is CONTACT, may I help you?” he begins, hands 
poised in mid air over the keyboard, The silence at the other end 
of the phone indicates the caller jeaf so Whitehouse types the 
same opening question on his 2D. ‘We don't immediately 
know whether it's a hearing person wishing to call a deaf person 
or the other way around,” he explains as his fingers lightly tap 
the keys 

The message is sent to the screen attached to the calle 
home TDD, A flourescent response flashes across CONTACT's 
TDD screen, indicating who the caller wishes to ‘‘speak with,”’ 
As the caller begins typing the nature of the forthcoming 
message, a dismayed expression clouds Whitehouse’s usually 
smiling face, 

“Oh no,"’ he whispers to Carol Thomas of Needham who 
started Boston's branch of the international CONTACT organiza- 
tion three years ago, ‘This is that woman who can type like 
mad.” 

After typing ‘S K' (which tells the caller to stop keying or typ- 
ing), Whitehouse dials the call and asks to speak with the person 
identified by the caller, He is put on hold and relays that in 
formation. 

‘We try to let them (callers) know what's going on,” explains 
Thomas, who has been serving as acting executive director until 
last week when Stanley Becker, a church pastor from Natick, 
became director, ‘When the phone is ringing, we type ‘R’ so 
they know what's going on. If someone laughs, we type, ‘laugh,’ 
or we'll type, ‘He's thinking,’ or we’ll let them know when the 
caller is getting ready to end the conversation,”’ 

CONTACT organizations, which number 212 worldwide, assist 
people through the telephone, In addition to the 332-9416 TDD 
number, the Newtonville office operates a 24-hour hotline (244 
4350) for people feeling lonely or depressed 

Last year, the hotline answered 10,000 phone calls and the 
TDD service handled 9,738, Since TDDs are not well-known out- 
side deaf circles, operators often find themselves educating the 
hearing persons they call, But that will probably change. A deaf 
rights bill, passed in December of 1983, will enable hearing 
impaired people to receive subsidies for TTDs beginning Jan. 1, 
1985, 

‘At that time, we hope to have our deaf relay service working 
14 hours a day,'’ Director Becker says. Now, TTD volunteers 
man the phones weekdays from 8:30 a.m. to noon, weekends and 
holidays from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. and every night from 7 to 10 p.m 
Day shifts last four hours, evening shifts are three hours and 
volunteers are always in demand. 

“Some days and nights at the CONTACT office are booming 
while others are quiet,’’ Thomas notes. ‘‘If there is a good, close- 
captioned TV movie on, we receive fewer calls," 

The next volunteer training sessions will be in Winchester on 
Oct. 11, 18 and 26 from 9:30 a.m, to 2 p.m. Potential relay

Whitehouse suddenly discovers he is no longer on hold, Sitting 
straight in his chair, he identifies himself as an operator for 
CONTACT, A three-way conversation regarding a future barbe-

rator's brow furrows as he concentrates on 
translating the intonation of the speaking party’s message into 
words. 

“We're very concerned we not only relay the information ac- 
curately, but also convey the feeling,’’ Whitehouse says during a 
brief lull in the conversation. ‘‘If their tone is angry or shows 
any other emotion, we try to get that across," 

While he chats, the deaf person is keying in a long message 
regarding the advantages of cooking chicken over hamburgers 
at the future cookout. Whitehouse misses it, Unfazed, he reads a 
printout which records all typed words to ensure accuracy

Computers keep kids in touch 


TERRYTOWN, La. (UPI) — A 17-year-old boy whose girlfriend is 
deaf hooked up a computer from his house to hers so they can 
spend time in the evenings talking to each other, like any other 
teenage couple 

Jorge Velarde Jr., a senior at West Jefferson High School, types 
his messages onto a computer keyboard and whisks them to the 
home of Beth Milian, 16, where she reads them on a television 
screen, She then messages back 

Velarde, who has been programming computers since junior 
high school, said the computer link is cheaper than special 
telephones for the deaf 

It was somewhere around $160 for each setup, which is very in- 








expensive compared to somewhere around $250 for the commer- 
cial system,'’ he said 

At each house, Velarde hooked up a small television set to a per- 
sonal computer. He connected the computers through the 
telephone line 

Because Miss Milian’s mother is also deaf, Velarde rigged 
flashing lights to let them know when the “phone” is ringing. He 
also set up a computer link with Miss Milian's grandfather so the 
familiy can keep in touch 

Velarde received a computer for Christmas two years ago and 


routinely keeps track of household accounts and taxes. He can

Drug bust in West Newton, 
local man faces 4 charges

NEWTON Police last week 
confiscated 16 pounds of mari- 
juana and more than an ounce of 
cocaine from the home of a 35- 
year-old West Newton man 
sought in connection with the 
alleged kidnap and attempted 
rape of a 14-year-old girl 

Holding separate warrants ob- 
tained Monday morning, police 
raided the home of John E. 
Davis, of 31 Northgate Park, at 
about 6:30 a.m. and allegedly 
found the drugs stashed away in 
the house, authorities said. 

Davis, who was sleeping when 
polic arrived, was taken into 
custody and arraigned later 
before Judge Monte Basbas at 
Newton District Court. Bail was 








set at $600,000 surety, or $60,000 
cash, court records show. 

He pleaded not guilty to four 
separate charges — kidnapping, 
assault with intent to rape a 
child, possession of marijuana 
with intent to distribute and 
possession of cocaine with intent 
to distribute, 


He is due back in court Aug. 2 
for a probable cause hearing. 

According to police, Davis 
allegedly used a knife to assault a 
ear-old local girl while she 

as being held against her will at 
the suspect's home last Sunday. 

Acting on information provided 
by the victim, police obtained two 
separate arrest warrants and a 
search warrant in preparation 
for the early-morning raid, police 
said. 









County prohibits smoking

CAMBRIDGE The Mid- 
dlesex County Commission last 
week adopted the recommenda- 
tion of the recently appointed 
Non-Smoking Policy Task Force 
to restrict tobacco smoking in all 
county buildings. 

The vote was 3-0 taken by Com- 
missioners William Schmidt of 
Newton, Thomas Larkin of Bed- 
ford and Michael McLaughlin of 
Lowell. 

The policy vides that smok- 
ing be prohibited in enclosed 
areas of public assembly in- 
cluding elevators, courtrooms, 
libraries, restrooms, and 
specified corridor areas where 
signs will be posted. 

In addition, the policy provides 














that 25 percent of restaurant 
space be designated non-smoking 
for restaurants exceeding 25 
seats. Office areas of more than 
25 people must provide a non- 
smoking designated work area 





and smoking is prohibited in 
storage rooms and workshop 
areas where flammable 


materials are present. 


County Administrator Paul 
Blazar, who is a member of the 
task force, said smoking general- 
ly will be allowed in corridors at 
county courthouses and that most 
county offices would remain 
smoking areas. Blazar, who said 
he once quit cigarette smoking 
for 15 months and then started 
again, said that in formulating 
the proposed policy ‘‘we didn’t 
want to be unreasonable.”

Fiscal year finale 


City surplus over $5 million

NEWTON — For the second consecutive year, the 
city has closed its financial books in the black 

The city ended Fiscal Year 1984, which ran from 
July 1, 1983 to June 1984, with a whopping 
surplus of $5.6 million, ording to Comptroller of 
Accounts Lawrence H. Marino. 

The city’s cash” position, which is 
tabulated by subtracting uncollected taxes from the 
total surplus, represents the amount of leftover, 
unencumbered money the city can spend and adds 
up to about $2.8 million, said Marino, who has spent 
the last month closing the city’s books for the 
period 

“We're in good financial shape,”’ he added 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann called the city’s year- 
end fiscal position ‘‘very healthy"’ and the result of 
“tight financial management and good _in- 
vestments.”’ 

Some of the free cash will be used to fund “‘health 
and safety projects, street repairs, the purchase of 
new fire equipment and to strengthen our public 
safety resources,”’ according to Mann 

The mayor added that he would soon approach 
the Board of Aldermen to ask for supplemental ap- 
propriations to fund the capital outlay items. 

It seems as though we in Newton, financially, 
are in such good shape, even given the problems 





























under Proposition 2‘2, that our year-end figures 
will no doubt reinforce our AAA credit rating, a 
position which only about 20 cities in the country 
ean claim,” according to Mann 

The AAA bond-rating - the highest possible - 
allows the city to sell municipal bonds in order to 
fund expensive long-range projects, such as 
asbestos removal, sewer relining and _ street 
reconstruction, that cannot be paid for by increas- 
ing tax rates, 

The city ended Fiscal Year 1983 in a similar posi- 
tion, according to Marino, boasting a $5.1 million 
surplus and a $2.7 million free cash position, 

The current surplus is largely the product of 
unanticpated monies collected by the city, compris- 
ed of unexpected interest on city investments, in- 
creased water bill receipts, building permits and 
enhanced collection of parking meter income and 
traffic violation fines, he said. 

Thorough tax collection also helped the city make 
a profit, said Mann, adding that close to 97 percent 
of the cit uncollected taxes were brought in by 
‘Treasurer Theodore L. Seafidi. 

By law, Marino must now send his bookkeeping 
records to the state's Department of Revenue 
Bureau of Accounts, so officials there can certify 
the city's free cash position. Their official certifica- 
tion then allows the mayor to request supplemental 
appropriations

Most importantly, says land 
scaper Bonnie Ulin, you have to 
know the ultimate size of any 
plant you choose. Find out it’s 
cultural requirements. Look at 
what's growing successfully in 
your neighborhood. Watch where 
the snow melts first and last to 
learn which areas of your yard 
are warmest and coolest. 

Be practical, she stresses 
Don’t put a tree or a bush with a 
berry near a walkway.

awaits state approval

NEWTON Officials of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
are awaiting state approval of 
plans for a $37 million moder 
nization project that would 
create three new stories on top 
of the facility’s central and 
east wings. 

Hospital Vice President 
Richard Montalbano said 
Monday he is unsure when of 
ficials from the state Depart 
ment of Public Health will res 
pond to a determination of 
need request filed by the 
hospital last September, but 
added he hoped a reply would 
be forthcoming soon 

State guidelines require that 
a hospital seeking to spend 
over $600,000 on improvements 
be granted a certificate of 
need before going ahead with 
such plans, according to Mon 
talbano. 

The modernization 
rehabilitation project, which 
would add three additional 
tories to each of the two 
three-story wings located in 
the rear of the facility, would 
serve to replace the 150 beds

Auburndale Alderman Carol 
Ann Shea, who attended 
meetings focusing on the 
hospital’s plans last year, said 
Monday she was unsure how 
residents in the immediate 
area Newton-Wellesley 
would receive the project 

Once the state grants 
Newton-Wellesley the 
necessary certificate of need, 
an additional year of planning 
would take place before con- 
struction began, he said. The 
hospital would also require 
building permits and approval 
from the Board of Aldermen 
after hearings are held before 
the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee 

Montalbano estimated con- 

truction of the additions onto 

the central and east wings 
would take two years. Patients 
housed in the north and south 
wings would then be moved in-

The furor 
over fireworks 


It’s a slow summer in the Garden City 
when the most explosive issues you can 
find include the prohibition of fireworks at 
an annual religious festival, the misuse of 
official Board of Aldermen stationery and 
a letter from members of a Republican 
Ward Committee criticizing the manage- 
ment of a Boston housing project in which 
they would not be found dead. 

Amidst the normal, healthy give-and 
take of Newton’s dynamic political scene, 
these ‘‘issues’’ might go virtually unnotic- 
ed; but, when the dog days of summer hit, 
it does not seem to matter if it’s the wrong 
tree we're barking up. 

far be it from the Graphic to demand 
that these matters be put in their proper 
perspective. If these issues are all we have 
to work with, then so be it. We can take a 
stand as well as anyone. 


About the prohibition of fireworks at this 





year’s St. Carmine Festival.... Poor com- 
munication can make a mountain out of a 
molehill, and it was the culprit in this 
fiasco. Fire Chief Edward Reilly denied 
the necessary fireworks permit, but he 
snubbed an aldermanic committee’s in- 
vitation to explain his actions and he failed 
to state his reasons publicly for almost two 
weeks. 


As it turned out, Reilly had excellent 
reasons for issuing his ban. Pyrotechnic 
displays at the last two festivals had gone 
far beyond the limits to which he and 
representatives of the St. Carmine Society 
had agreed. Aerial rockets were set off in 
direct violation of the chief’s orders and 
state law, which requires a_ specific 
amount of open space for aerial displays. 


Given the open, chronic violation of 
these safety laws, it was only a matter of 
time before something went wrong. If and 
when something did go wrong, it would be 
Reilly, not those elected officials who 
criticized him so rudely, who would end up 
with the whole mess in his lap. 





If anyone was going to stand up for 
public safety and avoid almost inevitable 
disaster, it had to be the chief. 


Nonantum residents reacted predictably 
enough. They saw the chief’s actions as 
one more example of their being 
discriminated against. Their well- 
conditioned reaction is not wholly without 
reason: they are still stung by the fact that 
their village has been strapped, contrary 
to residents’ wishes, with a dispropor- 
tionate amount of low-income housing, 
while other parts of the city have none. 


The shame is that the energy which 
eventually converted the controversy into 
a juggernaut could have been defused in 
the beginning by a simple explanation of 
why the chief had decided not to renew the 
permit. 


The lesson to be learned from the whole 
brouhaha pertains to the crucial nature of 
clear, complete communication. With it, 
you might still have some problems, but 
they will eventually be worked out. 


Without it, you have a mess of doubt, 
fear, confusion and aggression that feeds 
on itself until any satisfactory solution is 
beyond our grasp.

Besides the Beatrice barrage, we 
are pelted with beer commercials 
that pretend the chemical-ridden 
U.S. version of the malty brew is an 
integral part of “the Olympic 
spirit.’’ A blue jeans manufacturer 
has apparently held enough sway 
with our Olympic Committee to 
change our traditional colors - red, 
white and blue - to several different 
shades of blue. The white and the 
red - originally symbols of the puri- 
ty of our birth and the blood that 
has been shed to protect us - have 
been relegated to tiny stripes or 
patches in a field of pure blue jean 
blue 

If that does not get to seekers of 
“the Olympic spirit,’ the battle 
Snickers and M and M’s are wag- 
ing for the status of “Official Olym- 








pic Snack Food" might just sug- 
gest that we have come a long, long 
way from ancient Greece.

No 
doubt about it. Their record says it 
all, 

But why do we sit through match 
after match without “our” op- 
ponents’ names even being men- 
tioned after the introductory 
ceremonies. In several matches, 
we have known our country foe 
only as “' andan” or ‘‘the Col- 
umbiar y are not individuals. 
Apparently, they are not even peo- 
ple. They are ciphers to be tallied 
on our scoreboards, In defeat, they 
are examples of how we might end 
up if we were not lucky enough to 
be Americans.

News, ‘‘the fault isn’t with the 
place, it’s with some of the people 
who live here,” who should, in her 
view, long since have been pro- 
secuted or evicted by the Boston 
Housing Authority. 

And why not, one wonders? 
There is no secret about what Col- 
umbia Point has become, 350 
useable housing units left out of an 
original 1504; the rest smashed, 
burned out and abandoned, $50,000 
worth of planting around the 
buildings utterly destroyed; roofs 
over the elevators leaking because 
the copper flashing was ripped off 
year ago and sold, - and no dispute 
(in any of the intemperate press 
reactions to our letter) over the 
fact that these things were done by 
the project residents themselves, 












Not by all of them, cetainly. Old 
people, for instance, who were 
eventually concentrated and 
segregated in 176-184 Monticello for 
their own protection (because it 
was impossible to use the halls in 
other buildings without being robb- 
ed) have obviously long been vic- 
tims, not perpetrators. So, too, 
have other people, forced to live 
here by the Welfare System, 

One would have thought, 
therefore, that Newton clergyman 
Howard Haywood or politicians 
like Matthew Jefferson would have 
been quick to deplore the condi- 
tions we called attention to, and 
eager to join us in asking for police 
protection, better social discipline 
and the eviction of trouble-makers 
so that law-abiding residents (pre- 
sent and future) at Columbia Point 
could live in peace and security, 

But no. Quite the contrary. In- 
stead of applauding, these indig- 
nant letter-writers have joined the 
anonymous editorialist of the 
Boston Globe in turning the whole 
thing on its ear.

Reilly explains his decision 


During the past few weeks there has been much concern ex 
pressed over my decision not to grant a fireworks display permit 
for the St. Mary of Carmen Society during its annual festival 
While I fully understand and support public debate on issues such 
as this, | am deeply disturbed and disheartened by the tone and 
direction these discussions have taken recently 

This decision, however, seems to have generated a response that 
does not revolve around public safety, but instead it has become a 
discussion that is frequently not based on fact or knowledge of the 
laws governing fireworks display. Therefore I am submitting this 
letter to clearly state the facts surrounding my decision, It is my 
hope that once you, the Members of the Board, and the interested 
parties understand the facts and reasoning behind my decision, 
that you will assist me in explaining to the public why I could not 

ign the permit 

I issued the society a permit in 1982 and 1983. These have been 
the only permits issued to this Society in over 30 years by the Fire 
Department for a supervised display. Taking into consideration 
the small area at Our Lady’s, the closeness of the surrounding 
homes and the total disregard for my stipulation on the permit that 
only a ground display be used, I did not issue a permit in 1984, In 
establishing the restrictions of these permits, the society was pre- 
sent and readily agreed to comply with these and other rules. 
However, both years aerial displays were discharged 

Massachusetts law on supervised fireworks display clearly 
points out the responsibility of the person displaying the fireworks, 
and places him as the person responsible to see that these laws and 
rules are abided by 

T have prided myself on running one of the most professional fire 
departments in the commonwealth. For more than 32 years I have 
served as a firefighter in this city ad I have always tried to uphold 
the responsibilities of my job with a fair hand and a tone of profes- 
sionalism; you and the people of this city would tolerate no less. It 
is for this reason that I am deeply disturbed by the comments 
made by Members of the Board that suggest that the Fire Depart- 
ment budget process will be politicized in order to punish me for 
upholding the laws of this state, and for the unpopular decision that 
I had to make. I did not expect my decision to be popular; the peo- 
ple of this city do not pay me to be popular, just to do my job as a 
fire safety expert in as professional a manner as possible. They, 
and the personnel of the Fire Department should not have public 
safety tampered with in order to make a political point 

I would like to lay to rest the accusation that my decision was 
result of my insensitivity to the people of Nonatum and the tradi- 
tions of the Italian community. Those who argue this point 
demonstrate their ignorance of the facts and of my personal life. 
My wife of over 33 years was born in San Donato, Italy, and raised 
on Chapel Street in Nonatum, My children are every bit Italian as 
they are Irish. For years my family and I have rejoiced in the rich 
and diverse ethnic histories of our ancestors. In fact two of our 
most memorable vacations were in the streets in Dublin, Ireland 
to celebrate St. Patrick’s Day, and in the village of San Donato, 
Italy to brate the festival of St. Mary of mel. 

To those who would stoop so low as to suggest that my decision 
was motivated by lack of respect for Italian traditions, you 
couldn’t be more incorrect! Your attitude has done little to pro- 
mote a harmony of diverse cultures in our city, but instead you've 
opted to prey on the fears of people and promote diversions to fur- 
ther your own interest. 

Finally, I made it clear to a member of this board that I would 
not be able to attend a meeting during the week of July 9, for the 
reason that my family and I were preparing to leave for New 
Hampshire to attend our son's wedding. I was assured that no 
meeting would be held. You can be sure my vacation plans coincid- 
ed only with our son’s wedding date in mind 

I look to all of you for support, but especially to the Committee on 
Public Safety, since that is the one and only issue at hand.

they were walking into stairwells 
and elevators and onto other 
floors — contaminating them,” 
he continued.

said “‘it’s going to be extremely 
tight’’ trying to prepare the

Elderly intern helps his peers

NEWTON At 66-years-old, 
after undergoing major surgery 
twice in the last seven years, Ira 
Smith decided to become an in- 
tern because it ‘sounded in- 
teresting 

Smith, a West Newton resident, 
is a volunteer intern -with the 
Wayland Police Department 
working closely with Crime 
Prevention and Safety Officer 
George Norton. 

The internship is the result of 
120 class hours training with 
voluntee age 55 or older as 
counselors or mediators for 
elderly crime victims and elderly 
witnesses in the federally funded 
Law Enforcement and the Elder- 
ly program at Middlesex Com- 
munity College. 

During his first week at the 
Wayland Police Department, 
Smith said, he and Norton had to 
‘quiet down” the residents of an 
apartment house for the elderly 
in the wake of an assault and rob- 
bery of one old woman living 
alone in one of the apartments. 

Smith said that two young men 
allegedly entered the apartment 
on a ruse, beat the woman 
severely enough to warrant three 
days in the hospital, and 
threatened to rape her before 
they eventually robbed her 

Smith added that the message 
they gave the elderly residents 
was basically the same given in 
meetings with the elderly, ‘*You 
can't open your door to strangers 
under any circumstances

Smith recalled Norton's first 
words to him as he stepped into 
the station were: ‘You're the guy 
they’re sending me. I thought you 
were going to be some gray- 
haired old coot,”’ 

Because of Officer Norton’s 
support and encouragement, 
Smith added, his duties brought 
him into contact with all 
segments of the community. 

“We go to senior meetings. We 
do security checks where we'll 
suggest locks and alarm 
systems. We've fingreprinted 
almost every three-year-old and 
four-year-old in town as part of 
the Child Find program.” Smith 
said and added with a laugh, ‘‘All 
they want to do is look at the 
jail.” 

Though he is free to come and 
go as he pleases, Smith said he 
had completed the 120 hours of 
community service required by 
the program over a month ago. 

Smith added that he and Nor- 
ton were usually in transit, 
heading from one area of the 
community to another and that, 
when he proposes an idea, Norton 
invariably replies, reat, Do

NEWTON Parents of 
elementary school children can 
expect a mailing from the city 
Health Department soon on sear 
ching out and treating head lice 

The flyer is part of the depart 
ment annual, back-to-school 
campaign against the tiny insect 


Yet it is also a thorn in the side 


of the parent-founded, Newton: 
based National Pediculosis 
Association (NPA) (formerly 
Parents Against Lice). The NPA 


has been trying unsuccessfully to 
enlist the Health Department in 
its new campaign to make 
September ‘National Pediculosis 
Month” and to get health officials 
there to use the NPA’s informa 
tional materials 

Although they say the content 
is an improvement over past ef 
forts, NPA leaders point to the

Parents’ group evolves, yet 
maintains original purpose

Those crazy kids, Just when you think you have 
them all figured out they find some other way to 
confuse you. 

In some ways parenthood will never be the same 
and, in others, it has never changed. For the 19- 
year-old Child Study Association of Massachusetts, 
Inc., a non-profit organization interested in 
broadening the knowledge and understanding of 
children, the format is changing to meet the needs 
of parents, but the concerns of participants remain 
essentially the same. 

Mary Gordon of Chestnut Hill said she founded 

the association in 1965, because ‘Children are a ma- 
jor investment. They’re our nation’s capital. And 
e not taking care of our investment.” 
From observations made while doing work in 
child psychology, Gordon said, ‘“The ignorance of 
mothers was appalling ... Mothers were unaware of 
what they were doing by not nurturing their 
children."’ 

Initially a volunteer effort operating out of 
neighborhood living rooms and backyards, now 
Child Study, which has approximately 125 subscrib- 
ing members, employs trained professionals to lead 
its discussion groups held at Temple Reyim, But, it 
is more than the structure that sets it apart from 
other support groups of its kind; its orientation 
toward ‘preventive mental health” is the over- 
riding difference, Gordon said, 

‘What makes Child Study distinctive is that we 
are the only organization concerned with the nor- 
mal child,’’ Gordon, who has a doctorate in educa 
tion specializing in school psychology said, 





























Acting Executive Director Melanie Grossmar 
reiterated Gordon's contention, ‘You don't have tc 
have a problem to be involved," she said. ‘People 
don’t come to us in crisis. It’s a positive kind o 
growth ... before there is any problem,” 


Grossman, who began her involvement with 
Child Study over 16 years ago, said trained leaders 
who run individual groups ‘don't teach a specific 
philosophy.”’ The ‘“‘model”’ used for the sessions 
where the parents learn by discussing their own 
personal experiences is flexible enough to in- 
corporate the “concerns that the parents have for 
that specific day,"’ the Newton Highlands resident 
said. 


The mother of three said her first contact with the 
support group came when she and her husband 
moved to Newton. “I was a new parent with a new 
baby in a new town. I felt isolated. I wanted to be 
with people and be learning.” Her husband William 
was an intern at the time 


We were a healthy family,’’ she continued. It 
was the support element of being involved with a 
peer group that she found most helpful. “A lot of 
people need that kind of support,’’ she said. 


In addition to being a participant, Grossman, who 
holds her masters in social work, has led groups, 
run training programs for leaders and is a former 
president of the association, During her career 
there she has seen Child Study grow from presen- 
ting area library groups — free sessions for parents 
during children’s story hours at local libraries — to 
this fall's six-session series on such topics as 

Working Parents: Balancing Work and Family’ 
and ‘Parents of Newborns’

Parents of Newborns’’ sessions she attended, ‘‘It 
helps when you have your first hild to get together 
with others who have children that age, to listen to 
what others have to say

Rosenblum, the former Lori Silver of Oak Hill, 
said the relaxed atmosphere maintained by leader 
Karen Silken allowed participants to air a variety 
of concerns, ‘The discussion wasn’t just about 
babies. We talked about ourselves, our emotions, 
and how to deal with having a major change in our 
lives,” 





In addition to giving support to the new parents, it 
gave them a chance ‘‘to note the differences and 
similarities between their children,” the Needham 
resident said, She hesitated at saying that they 
“compared” their children, because “They're all 
different and they're all normal. They just develop 
at different rates,"’ 











Often group leaders get just as much out of the 
discussions as participants, A masters degree 
holder in social work and a mother of two children, 
herself, Newton Centre resident Silken said, ‘'I like 
to see the parents grow in the process," It gives her 
“a new perspective,”’ she said 





As a matter of fact, the whole process of Child 
Study is taking on a new perspective this fall. 
Where before groups were formed out after interest 
had been voiced, now sessions have been set up and 
registration is being taken, Some of the groups are 
of a new genre too. Not only are ‘Parents of 
Newborns" sessions on the fall calendar but also 
other new discussion groups, one entitled, ‘Moving 


Back In: Children Who Return Home as Young 
Adults 
Speaker Grace Olin, a licensed independent 


clinical social worker from Waban, said she is 
very much looking forward to"' leading the ‘Mov. 
ing Back In” series, Having been a leader with 
Child Study Association for 16 years, along with her 
work as a psychotherapist, clinical social worker 
and consultant, Olin explained that it is not only her 
professional training that qualifies her to head the 
group. As a mother of three, ‘‘adolescent through 
adult,"" she said she has “experienced the 
phenomenon” that headlines this fall's group. 

The group is different from others previously of- 
fered by the association in that it deals with older 
parents, those old enough to have had children 
move out and return home, Olin said she hopes her 
‘being of their generation will make them com- 
fortable."’ 

A vice president of the association, Olin explained 
that dealing with children moving back into the 
parents’ home is ‘not a problem, it’s a process, 
something to work out together.” She said the 
newness of this as a concern ‘‘is as much an 
economic phenomenon as it is one of the times.” 

The framework for the sessions will be ‘‘to talk 
and then have a discussion, not a lecture” a 
framework that hasn't changed in the Child Study 
Association's 19-year history

Keep the harmony 


Recent developments inside MCI 
Walpole - reports of which include in 
cidents of hogtying and gassing prisoners 
to quell what Correction Department of- 
ficials describe as an attempt to ‘“‘take 
over’’ the maximum security section of the 
prison - appear to have disrupted the 
usually harmonious relations between our 
state senator and one of our state reps. 

Published reports of a hearing on the 
volatile situation at Walpole blew up 
remarks between Sen. Jack Backman (D - 
Newton, Brookline) and Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci (D - Newton, Waltham), 
chairmen of the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Human Services, respectively, 
to the point where it seemed their working 
relationship might be in jeopardy 

Newton, and the rest of the Com- 
monwealth, have been blessed by the im- 
plausible combination of Backman and 
DeNucci working together to administer 





the largest single chunk of the state 
budget. 
The contrast in their styles and 


philosophies leads the legislature to pay 
real heed to their reports, knowing that 
they have been hammered out in detail. 
Their constituents want to see that kind of 
effectiveness continue to emanate from 
the Garden City. 

The two politicians have commented 
that differences of opinion such as the one 
that came out of the Walpole hearing will 
not affect their future productivity. We 
hope they are right. 


State tax cap due 


Massachusetts is still one of the most 
taxed of all the states in the nation, 
although much improved since 1970. That 
was about the time ‘‘Taxachusetts” 
became a rallying cry for those fed up with 
the free spending and corruption. 

All kinds of helpful things have happen- 
ed in the interval. A few legislators and ap- 
pointed officials have gone to jail. Post- 
Watergate spawned tighter control over 
personal conduct and financial! disclosure. 
Even though patronage and croneyism 
continue to be the mother’s milk of suc- 
cessful politicians, it is increasingly dif- 
ficult to accumulate the green stuff illegal- 
ly. 

On the tax side, the gains made are prin- 
cipally due to the Massachusetts business 
boom. This state is among the top three. 
Only Texas has a lower jobless rate. A 
veritable flow of gold into state coffers 
from business property and corporate 
taxes is what is holding the tax line. 

Nevertheless, the Commonwealth is 
moving into a budget level exceeding $8 
billion for fiscal 1985. That’s a 10-percent 
boost at a time when the inflation rate is 
between 3 and 4 percent. The state has put 
a tight clamp on cities and towns with Pro- 
position 2%, but hasn’t really done 
anything to correct its own spending 
habits. 

Chunks of growth revenue are being 
passed out piecemeal to the municipalities 
to ease the crunch, but tax savings other- 
wise aren’t to be found. 

When they lobbied Proposition 242 onto 
the books, tax-cap proponents said the 
curb on local taxes was only half the battle 
and that the state would be the next target. 

Now is the time for them to zero in on the 
state.

that have provided voters with 
some clear distinctions, 

Kerry last week succeeded in in 
jecting some heat into the 
Democratic race, but may have 
given himself a black eye in raising 
questions about Shannon's involve- 
ment in a tax break for the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life In- 
surance Co. 

He questioned Shannon's accep- 
tance of contributions from Mass 
Mutual, one of the state's largest 
employers, and a firm whose chief 
officer, Barry Gottehrer, is a close 
friend of Shannon’s. 

Kerry said Mass Mutual officials 
contributed 000 to Shannon’s 
campaign and demanded the con- 
gressman “make a full, public ex-

planation of a hidden $14 million 
tax break” for the firm. 

In fact, Shannon had already 
responded publicly to the story, de- 
nying any specific knowledge of the 
provision included in the Deficit 
Reduction Act of 1984 signed by 
President Reagan in July, Con- 
gressional aides involved in the 
drafting of the provision contacted 
by UPI backed up Shannon's 
statements. 

An angry Shannon accused 
Kerry of running a ‘sleazy’? cam- 
paign and made a reference to 
Kerry's family name that he later 
said he regretted

Bartley quickly jumped into the 
fray, accusing Kerry and Shannon

K press aide Alix de Seife in- 
sisted, ‘We were just raising the 
question.

The only clear thing about all this 
is that the Democrats have suc- 
ceeded in tarnishing their image 
over an elusive issue on the eve of a 
general election in which they will 
face a formidable Republican op- 
ponent.

A resolution to remember

An anniversary of considerable current 
significance slipped by almost unmarked the 
other day 

It is difficult to say precisely when the Viet- 
nam War -- that is, the American war in Viet- 
nam — began. Some would say with John F. 
Kennedy's dispatch of advisers to the South 
Vietnamese forces in 1961. Others say much 
earlier, with the Eisenhower administration's 
backing of the eventually beaten French 

But there is no question that the drift toward 
active involvement of U.S. forces became ir- 
reversible in August, 1964, 

To refresh your memory, on Aug. 2, 1964, it 
was reported that a U.S. destroyer had been 
a ed by North Vietnamese PT boats. On 
Aug. 4, Americans were told there had been 
another run-in 

On Aug. 7, Lyndon Johnson asked and got 
from Congress a joint resolution authorizing 
him ‘to take all necessary measures” to pre- 
vent attacks on U.S, forces, 

That was the Tonkin Gulf Resolution, the 
‘sole constitutional basis for the waging of a 
‘war that lasted longer than any other the na 
tion has fought and the disastrous conse- 
quences of which are still with us. 

The resolution did not come out of nowhere. 
For that matter, we now know that it did not 
even come out of the Tonkin Gulf 

As early as March 1964, the Johnson White 
House was preparing to ask Congress for 
precisely the war powers it got five months 











later, Stanley Karnow reports in his 
meticulously documented “Vietnam; A 
History."' The precedent, it was thought then 


might be the 1955 resolution authorizing Presi 
dent Eisenhower to respond to Communist 
Chinese aggression in the Formosa Strait 

By June, a rough draft was ready 





The war that began 20 years ago in 
the Gulf Of Tonkin lasted longer 
than any other the nation has 
fought and the disastrous conse- 
quences are still with us. 


Under the circumstances, the clashes in the 
gulf were at the least fortuitous, if not con- 
siderably more. That is to say, manufactured, 

There is a serious question as to who fired 
first in the first encounter, Even more ques- 
tionable is whether the second occurred at all, 
Subsequent evidence strongly suggests a 
radar malfunction, signaling oncoming craft 
that didn’t exist 

There were few questions then, however 
Johnson got his resolution on overwhelming 
votes in both houses, And why not? We could 
not duck a direct challenge, and we had the 
word of the president that there had been one. 

Many -- eventually the majority — in Con- 
&ress came to rue that vote. In 1971 Congress 








repealed the resolution and two years later, 
the experience shaped the War Powers Act, 
which prohibits the president from commit- 
ting U.S, forces abroad for longer than 60 days 
without congressional approval. 

There wasn’t much to the Tonkin Gulf 
Resolution, a few hundred words that, follow- 
ing an introduction invoking the noble 
American purpose of promoting peace and 
security in Southeast Asia, declared that ‘‘the 
Congress approves and supports the deter- 
mination of the president, as commander in 
chief, to take all necessary measures to repel 
any armed attack against the forces of the 
United States and to prevent further aggres- 
sion,” 

There you have it the legal justification 
for a misconceived and ultimately failed war 
that, far from being in pursuit of the nation’s 
true interests, ran precisely counter to them. 

In a recent commentary in the New York 
Times on the the resolution and its aftermath, 
two Georgetown University academics, Allen 
E, Goodman and Seth P. Tillman, saw a 
number of lessons to be drawn. 

One is that while ‘Congress can be ignored, 
manipulated or deceived for a time, the longer 
term result, especially in conditions of pro- 
tracted military involvement, is almost cer- 
tain to be disaster for the president and his 
policies,” 

That is something the current president 
should be thinking about in the ongoing effort 
to manipulate and deceive Congress on Cen- 
tral America. For despite all the differences 
between the two challenges, the parallels re- 
main inescapable 

After all we now know about the Gulf of 
Tonkin, would we really want to let ourselves 
in for a replay in the Gulf of Fonseca?

A Town & Country magazine 
survey of 600 newlywed social 
couples revealed, in three cases out 








of four, their well-off parents had 
remained married, These privileg- 
ed young socialites also expect to 
Slay married, ‘come what may.” 
It seems obvious that what may 


come will not include money pro 
blems 





The combined annual income of 
these newlyweds is $67,000 — not 
including trust funds and in 
heritances, She earns $23,000 (com- 
pared to $17,000 for the average 
college-educated woman in the 20- 
{o-34-year-old bracket), His income 
$44,000) is nearly twice the 
average for his age group. 

With no money worries, they 
plan to have children fairly soon 
and not stop until they have three. 

These well-bred, well-heeled 
couples are the exception, Most of 
us will make do on much less. Some 
of us will make do on love and 
children, But rich or poor, U.S 
couples are taking another gander 
at the goose as the symbol of what 
Marriages should be.

Hunter’s duties included operating high pressure boilers and clean 
ing them by climbing into a crawl space within the boiler and scrubb- 
ing the inside with a wire brush, an action which made the ac 
cumulated up sediment and dust breathable, Baseman said. 

He was diagnosed as having emphysema in 1959, but apparently 
continued in his duties until March 1983 when a malignant tumor was 
discovered in his stomach. Doctors ruled out surgery because of the 
lung disease’s advancement and gave Hunter only a short time to ive, 
he added. 

After Hunter filed for workmen’s compensation in May 1983, the ci- 
ty hired an expert to contest testimony offered at a hearing before the 
Industrial Accident Board by Dr. Lawrence Baker, another expert in 
the field, who claimed that exposure to the noxious dusts had con- 
tributed to Hunter's sickness, according to Baseman. 

When city lawyers got the impression that the board’s commis- 
sioner was going to rule in favor of Hunter, a judgement which pro- 
bably would have cost the city close to $88,000 in damages, Baseman 
undertook ‘extensive negotiations” with Hunter’s laywers and even- 
tually settled on the proposed $15,000 award to his widow, creating ‘‘a 
savings to the city of $72,983,"’ according to Assistant Personnel 
Director Mary C. Hurley

“He was entitled to $88,000 and we settled for $15,000. Don’t get me

LIFELINE saves lives

NEWTON - A device smaller 
than a cigarette pack and as 
convenient to wear as a piece 
of jewelry can save the life of a 
sick person during a medical 
emergency. 

It's a remote control button, 
and it’s all part of the new 
LIFELINE system now being 
used by ewton-Wellesley 
Hospital in association with 
the Chaulk Ambulance Ser- 
vice 

In a medical emergency a 
person would push the button 
on the remote control unit, 
worn around the neck, wrist or 
kept in a pocket, which signals 
the “home communicator.’ 
The communicator then 
automatically dials the am- 
bulance service’s Emergency 
Response Center. The center 
then calls the home of the pa- 
tient while at the same time 
dispatching an ambulance. A 
“responder,” a neighbor or 
friend, is also called to let the 
emergency personnel in the 
house, 

If a person lives in Weston, 
Needham or Wayland, other 
areas covered by LIFELINE, 
the Chaulk people notify the 
respective police or fire 
emergency units

“T think it’s just a wonderful 
program and a great service,”’ 
said Poller, the former 
LIFELINE coordinator at 
Symmes Hospital in Arlington 
“There are thousands of peo 
ple on the program in this 
state and thousands of pro 
grams nationallly. I'd say in 
my past experience about 95 


percent of the people have 
been pleased with the ser 
vice,'’ she said at the kickoff

“I 
could just look him in the eye and 
point to one us, and he’d let us 
speak."’ 

‘The best part was when you 
could speak in behalf of a bill. We 
were both inspired. We wanted to 
speak,’’ Thomas says. ‘We 
weren't there just to run for 
president, we wanted to be 
heard.”’

Anthony added, ‘When Mike 
spoke, you could've heard a pin 
drop. He's a lot more literary 
than I am. We have different 
styles, I speak in a much louder 
tone, loudly and briskly. I won't 
hesitate to insult someone if they 
interrupt me. I give them a real 
straight forward slap in the face 
You have to have a way of getting 
attention. That's a fact of life.’ 

Thomas, whose idea of the 
perfect government is the anar 
chy in Thomas Moore's ‘‘Utopia”’ 
says, ‘‘We made an enormous im- 
pact in a lot of ways. Many wer 
blindly devoted to America an 
God. And when I spoke I wanted 
to show them the alternatives 

I judge things by how 
reasonable they are to myself,’ 
says Anthony. “I’m not ashamed 
of my self-confidence. And for the 
most part I'm a Democrat, in my 
views, but I’m a totally, and I 
mean totally, independent 
voter 

Thomas agrees with Anthony 
when he says, ‘‘The major flaw in 
this country's politics, is how peo- 
ple vote ticket. All votes are 
already determined and that's 
ridiculous.”’ 

When I arrived,’’ says 
Thomas, ‘‘I said ‘good-bye’ to my 
party. It's weird to think that we 
have so many narrow-minded 
people in government. They have 
their minds all set and they don’t 
even listen to the opposition 
anymore.” 


Thomas says the thing that he 
will remember the longest, is the 
image of a cleaning woman he 
saw in the Pentagon. ‘She was in 
a uniform and pushing a cart. She 
was black and young, but looked 
aged. The kids in the group ig- 
nored her. They just walked right 
in front of her. She looked so tired 

..”’ His eyes flash, ‘I never want 
to have to wait for any snotty- 
nosed kids or look so tired.””

(UPI) — When students return to 
the North Carolina Schooi of the 
Arts this fall there will be few of 
| the traditional high school and 
college trappings, only hard work 











| for those who crave performance 
careers. 

Situated in south Winston- 

alem on a small tree-dotted 

campus, the school caters to 

those with exceptional talent in 





dance, music, drama, stage 
design and production and visual 
art. It opens its iron gates to only 


a few just over 700 from 
around the world who are able to 
survive strenous auditions and 
testing. 


“It’s a personalized education 
where everyone is pushed to the 
limit,’’ said Jim Houlik, director 
of special programs in music and 
a saxophone instructor. 

Last year, students from 48 
states and 13 countries attended 
the school that opened in 1965. 
About 60 percent were from out- 
side North Carolina. Music had 
the largest enrollment with 
dance second. 

The dream of Italian composer 
Vittorio Giannini, the school has 
survived such nicknames as 
“The Tippy Toe School” 

The first state-supported 
school for the arts in the nation, it 
received $240,000 from North 
Carolina its opening year. Now, 
its state funds total $5 million. 
Tuition fees range from $20 per 
year for an in-state high school 
student to $3,000 annually for out- 
of-state college students 
Everyone is billed $2,500 for room 
and board. Samuel Stone, 
development director, said 83 
percent of all students last year 
received some form of financial 
stance. 

The old Carolina Theater in the 
city’s downtown area underwent 
a more than $10 million renova- 
tion to became the Stevens 
Center for use by the school and 
professional performing artists. 
It seats 1,380 and has an annual 
budget of $350,000. 

There are two smaller theaters 
and a concert hall on campus 
The school offers a high school 
diploma, a bachelor of fine arts, 
and a master's in design and pro- 
duction to students ranging from 
12 to 35. 

Those attending a regular nine- 



































month school year must be in- 
vited to attend and invited to 
return at the end of each year. 

Invitation to re-enroll is by arts 
faculty review, and each student 
wanting to attend the regular 
nine-month session must audi- 
tion. 

Students attending the short 
summer school session may audi- 
tion with tapes or portfolio. In the 
current crop, there are students 
from 54 of North Carolina’s 100 
counties, about 13 percent or 
them minoritie 

The school gives 862 public per- 
formances annually, more than 
half of them off-campus, seen by 
audiences of more than 300,983 

There are general studies 
courses by grade level — a 10th 
ader studies 10th grade 
English and math in addition to 
arts courses. College students 
generally take just enough non- 
arts courses to satisfy degree re- 
quirements. 

High school and college 
students stay in separate dor- 
mitories, and some colleg 
students have off-campus apart- 
ments, 

“There are no 
classes,” said Janet Fox, public 
relations director. ‘We train 
them to be performers, not 
educators.”’ 

One can look at the school’s 
alumni and see the philosophy 
works. The school has graduates 
in nearly every major orchestra 
in the nation, on Broadway, 
television shows, movies, and in 
touring companies. 

They include Matt Asheford 
who portrays Cagney on the soap 
opera ‘Search For Tomorrow”; 
and Thomas Hultz, who was in 
‘Animal House”’ and will port: 
Mozart in ‘Amadeus.” Celia 
Weston is on “Alic Belinda 
Tolbert played the daughter-in- 
law on ‘The Jeffersons."’

‘Be all you can be,”’ Everyone 
is familiar with the popular cam- 
paign todays Army. But, for the 
college bound student the slogan 
may be better sad as ‘‘Get all you 
can get.”” 

For many high school students 
the dream of attending college ar 
often crushed by the soaring 
costs of higher education. One 
possible solution? Join the Army. 
The U.S. Army has several pre- 
grams aimed at helping students 
pay for college. 

The Amy College Fund is 
available to all eligible persons 
th enlist. The requirements 
are, a score of 50 or above on the 
Armed Forces Quali-fication 
Test, a high school diploma and 
enlistment for training in one of 
the selected Military Occupa- 
tional Specialties (MOS). 

An enlistee must sign up for the 
Veteran's Educational 
Assistance Program(VEAP), 
this along with the supplemental 
bonus makes up the College 
Fund. If an individual enlists for 
two years they may earn up to 
15,000 dollars for college. The 
program works by having an 
agreed upon amount between 25 
and 100 dollars deducted from the 
monthly pay. After twelve con- 
secutive months the Army will 
match each dollar 2 for 1 This 
along with a bonus of upto 8,000 
dollars will earn a student upto 
15,000 dollars for college at the 
end of two years.

Plan for first day of school

Sending a child off to school for 
the first time causes separation 
anxiety in both the parent and 
child, she said, It can be 
alleviated by advance planning. 

Some of that advance planning 
can start in the summer, Parents 
should plan activities involving 
rge groups so the child won’t be 
overwhelmed by large numbers 
and extra noises, she recom- 
mends. And, she adds, it’s good 
therapy for a shy child. 

“Prior to the first day, visit the 
school. Take the child on the 
route he will be taking to school 
to get him familiar with the 
route,’’ she recommends. ‘Make 
sure the child knows what to ex- 




















ake him to meet his 
teacher,’ she added, pointing out 
that this is one of child’s early 
contacts with people who have 
different personalities. 

Mrs. Varner also recommends 
that parents, about two weeks 
before school starts, set up a 
schedule like that of school day: 
so the child’s body will be s 
chronized for school. 

“Put him to bed and get him up 
at the hours he will be on when he 
goes to school,” she said. “Get 
his clothes ready the night 
before. Spend the whole day do-

ing things like he will be doing in 
school.”’ 

When a child gets to school, 
“it’s good socialization to eat in 
the cafeteria,” she said. “That 
way he can be with friends.” 

If the child carries a lunch, 
parents might take a lesson from 
Mrs. Varner, whose two boys 
brown 

“Every Sunday night at 8:30 
we start making sandwiches,” 
she said. 

She and the boys make enough 
sandwiches to last a week. 
They're labeled, and half go in 
the refrigerator, the other half in 
the freezer to be taken out 
Wednesday. The boys help sack 
potato chips and cut carrots. 

“Tt takes a lot of hassles out of 
he said. 

After school is an important 
time for both parent and child. 

She recommends a snack be 
ready for the child — something 
nutritious like an apple rather 
than a candy bar. And she says 
the parent should take time to 
talk with and listen to the child. 

If the parent works, she recom- 
mends the parent plan to be at 
home the first week when the 
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child comes home. Then make 
sure he has some place to go after 
school and knows who is respon 
sible for him 

When a child starts to school, 
he should know his given name, 
address and phone number and 





his parents’ real names — “not 
Mommy and Daddy,’ says 

‘s. Varner. 
She also says a child — and 


school officials — should know if 
he I ny allergies and what he 
can and can’t eat or if he can’t be 
around any animals. 

Once a child is in school, it’s an 
opportune time for the parents to 
get involved, she adds. ‘Schools 
need volunteers and parents 
both mother and father — need to 
know what's going on,”’ she said 

And, she says, there is nothing 
wrong with an impromptu visit to 
the classroom to find out what is 
going on.

Are public schools better than 
private schools? is a complex 
question with the answer depen- 
ding on which private and public 
schools are being compared, 
what the child’s needs are and 
what teacher the child will have 
in the various settings. The most 
significant factor of all may be 
the latter-the specific teacher to 
oungster is assigned, 
some communities the 
onlyreal difference may be the 
class size. However, the quality 
of the teacher and the teacher- 
child relationship have to be con- 
sidered even when class size is 
noted. Many of us have had 
magnificent teachers in huge 
s and incompetent ones in 
small groups, and vice versa.

Dr. Jack Peltason is president 
of the American Council on 
Education in Washington, D.C 
an umbrella group for higher 
education. He will be heading 
back to campus this fall himself, 
he revealed when asked for a 
size-up of the college scene 

I'm going back to the Univer. 
sity of California at Irvine to be

He was chancellor at the 
University of Illinois-Ur 
before taking the ACE leadership 
job seven years ago.

available. 








“Therefore, the burden of 
emergency recognition and 
Management may fall on 
teachers, principals, or other 
personnel in the local school.

“Finally, consideration must 
be given to the question of 
malpractice or assault char, 
being filed by the families of i 
appropriately treated children.” 





The guidelines: 

Every school district should 
have an identified, qualified ad- 
ministrator with decision- 
making powers. 

An emergency care manual 
and standing orders for first < 
should be developed and m 
available to nurses, athletic staff 
and faculty volunteers. 

The school nurse should be 
the key person to administer a 
medical emergency program and 
must be trained to do so. 

As school nurses or physi- 
cians cannot always be available, 
two or more regular school staff 
members should be trained to 
handle emergencies until 
medical help arrives. Programs 
should include training in first 
aid, cardiopulmonary resuscita- 
tion and shock recognition and 
treatment 

"Good Samaritan” legisla- 
tion should be encouraged in each 
state to provide legal protection 
for emergency care providers. 

Emergency medical kits 
should be kept with the medica- 
tions in each school, and the kits 
should be available to trained 
staff volunteers 

Athletic emergencies may be 
handled by a coach or 
member who has received tr 
ing in sports 
emergency care. 

Serious illnesses or injuries 
should be recorded and filed with

In a recent letter to the Boston 
Athletic Association’s board of 
governc BAA), Mann respond- 
ed to recently published reports 
indicating that an internal power 
struggle within the BAA may 
threaten the future of the historic 
ra . 

“I believe that would be a 
tragedy for racing - and for the 
greater Boston area, which 
values so greatly the tradition of 
the Marathon...If there is, in- 
deed, any question concerning 
the future of the Marathon, then I 
take this opportunity to offer sup- 
port,’’ Mann wrote. 

Newton, where the race course 
includes portions of Washington 
Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue, has basked in the inter- 
national limelight created by the 
spectacle for over a half century 
as the home of Heartbreak Hill. 

While the race has presented 
some logistical problems to the 
city over the years, including 
redeployment of emergency per- 
sonnel and littering, the money 
spent by millions of spectators 
drawn to Marathon communities 
represents a significant yearly 
boon to local businesses, 

With the focus of worldwide at- 
tention turned on the area, the 
Marathon also provides a good 
public relations medium for the 
cities and towns through which it 
passes.

Newton has moved to join the 
growing ranks of municipalities 
seeking to ban happy hours as 
part of a state-wide push to end 
the practice of serving cheap 
drinks by the end of this year. 

And in Waltham and Water- 
town happy hours have not 
always brought in the extra 
business that many think they do, 
according to some local 
bartenders. 

Newton Licensing Commission 
executive director Carleton P. 
Merrill said, ‘I just typed a 
recommendation to the Licensing 
Commission to eliminate happy 
hours.” The commission met 
earlier this week to discuss the 


idea and, on Sept. 18, a public 
hearing will be held, according to 
Merrill 

While Newton is not inundated 
with happy hours, public opinion 
across the state generally favors 
putting an end to them, Merrill 
said. 

Several towns and cities in the 
state have banned happy hours. 
The Springfield Licensing Com- 
mission yoted last week to end 
the practice Sept. 1, and it has 
been banned by Natick, 
Newburyport, Braintree, Fram- 
ingham and Beverly 

The Massachusetts Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
has been holding hearings on the 
matter throughout the state and

Boston College soon will be going ahead with its con 


troversial plan te build a second parking garage along the western 
edge of Alumni Stadium, according to the school’s new community 


relations director. 


Laurence Barton said late last week BC also wants to build a new 
sports center along the stadium’s eastern edge, but he said that pro- 
ject, which ultimately will replace the ‘‘antiquated facilities’’ cur- 
rently housed in the Roberts Center and McHugh Forum, is still in 
the early planning stages. 

The parking plan, which was the subject of considerable opposi- 
tion by residents and local politicians early this year, will add 260 
spaces to an already existing garage located just inside the Boston 
line between the stadium and Commander Shea Field, according to 
Barton, and hopefully will alleviate the student on-street parking 
that has bothered neighbors. 

Rooftop seating will be built on top of the 3.5-acre garage exten- 
sion to compensate for seats lost by the new construction, but there 
will be no change in the 32,000 person capacity of the stadium, he ad- 


ded. 


Barton said the school also plans to ‘‘encourage”’ patrons of BC 
sporting event to use St. Thomas More Drive for access into the

Garden City robber 
puts dent in namesake

NEWTON Some thieves 
working in the Garden City have 
developed peculiar tastes. 


Apparently dissatisfied with 
run-of-the-mill theft, like 
spiriting away jewelry, car 


stereos and other expensive por- 
tables, persons unknown have 
recently pilfered geraniums ¢ 
American flags from various 
veterans’ memorials and bub- 
blegum cards from a_newly- 
opened Newtonville memorabilia 
store. 

Now their attention has turned 
to shrubbery - Canadian 
hemlocks, Hatfield yews, winged 
burning bushes, juniper and 
rhododendrons to be exact. 

About 60 plants of those 
varieties, destined for the yards 
of households scattered 
throughout the city, disappeared 
in late July from the public works 
department’s maintenance facili- 
ty at 74 Elliot St. in Newton 
Highlands, according to Parks 
and Recreation Commissioner 
Russell J. Halloran. 

The shrubs, meant to replace 
those destroyed last winter by 
public works employees plowing 
residential sidewalks, were 
among the 108 plants purchased 
for close to $2,000 by the depart- 
ment at the end of June, he said 
last week, 

According to Halloran, the 
crime occurred sometime bet- 
ween July 19 and 26, while he and 
Hickey were away on vacation 
and forestry perintendent 
Richard Metro was busy with 
other matters, 

The plants, transported from 
the Blue Hills Nursery in Canton, 
were stowed in a nursery at the 
rear of the Elliot Street facility, 
he said, Had they been purchased 
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from a local vendor, who pro- 
bably would have allowed the 
shrubbery to be picked up as 
needed from his establishment, 
the theft might not have oc- 
curred, Halloran added. 

Hickey had little to say about 
the plant theft that occurred in 
his department's own backyard. 
He said he had ‘no idea’’ how, 
when or why the small shrubs 
were stolen and gave the same 
response when asked if he 
thought public works employees 
had pulled off an “inside job.”” 

Hickey did strongly point out, 
however, that supervisors work- 
ing at the Elliot Street Yard are 
under ‘‘strict instructions” to 
lock up the gates of the facility 
during non-business hours and 
weekends. 

The incident was reported to 
police and the stolen plants will 
be replaced, he added. 

The amount of money spent 
replacing plantings damaged by 
the small, but highly 
maneuverable city sidewalk 
plows known as ‘“‘Bombardiers”’ 
vari ignificantly from year 
to year,”’ according to Hickey. 

The most damage to residen- 
tial property from the plows oc- 
curs ‘almost exclusively” in 
areas of the city close to schools, 
where they are deployed to clear 
the way for students, and during 
early or late in the winter season, 
when the snow-covered ground is 
soft from thawing ice, he said. 

Residents who discover the 
plow damage to their property 
typically call the public works 
control center to report the inci- 
dent and an inspector is sent out 
to verify the claim, The depart- 
ment then replaces any shrub or 
tree wrecked by plows once the 
planting season comes around, 
Hickey said,

NEWTON CENTRE — In 1982, 
while all of her University of Pen- 
nsylvania friends and classmates 
were getting letters from home

A costly ruling 


With the latest Supreme Judicial Court 
ruling, which compels the City of Newton 
to pay Mayor Mann’s legal fees in his 
defense against his former secretary, has 
come an attack on the 23 taxpayers who 
fought more than two years to hold up pay- 
ment. 

Critics point out that, while these same 
taxpayers are the first to complain about 
“fat” in the city budget and squandering of 
precious tax dollars, their aggressively 
pressing their suit to the end has probably 
tripled the original bill for the mayor’s 
defense. 

While there is considerable substance to 
the arguments of such critics, the tax- 
payers who continued to press their suit 
are not the real culprits in this matter. 
That inglorious role has to be attributed to 
the state Court of Appeals. 

It was the appeals court that took a 
reasonably phrased decision by the SJC, 
combined it with state statutes that 
guarantee the indemnification of officials 
like the mayor and garbled the two 
documents into a mishmash of balderdash 
that made public employees across the 
commonwealth wonder if they were per- 
sonally liable for their public actions. 

The taxpayers whose suit cost the city 
enough to pay a tenured teacher’s salary 
for one year do not have to defend their ac- 
tions. They were exercising their rights, 
and they have their own legal bills to pay. 

But who will speak for the state Court of 
Appeals? 








A dangerous ruling 


It is official: police are liable for the ac- 
tions of drunk drivers whom they stop and 
then allow back onto the roadway. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court issued the ruling last week to the 
cheers of anti-drunk-driving groups. 

According to the high court, Ware police 
bear some of the blame for the deaths of a 
Ware man and his 20-month-old daughter 
in a 1978 Mother’s Day crash with a drunk 
driver. 

Other recent court decisions have held 
bartenders, lounges and even private 
citizens accountable for the havoc wrought 
by the people for whom they pour. 

So the clamps are closing in from all 
directions on drunk drivers, and that is 
good. 

But the latest decision could prove a two- 
edged sword. 

First, it may prompt police to arrest 
every driver they encounter with even a 
whisper of alcohol on his or her breath. 
That will crowd the jails and the court 
dockets, creating its own public outcries 
and beaureaucratic backlashes. 

Second, the ruling could prompt some 
suit-shy police officers to turn the other 
way whenever they see a_ borderline 
drunk-driving case. By never stopping the 
driver, those few officers will avoid any 
potential liability from the driver’s ac- 
tions. Too, they will avoid any false-arrest 
problems. 

While the ruling may make some people 
think twice before driving drunk, it offers 
no guarantee that the highways will be any 
safer than they were before the court 
spoke.

lo me, that is a more mean- 
ingful seale than it would be to 
convert geological time into 
round trips to the moon. 

We all have had weeks like 
that, although in this area the 
big reptiles tend to arrive a bit 
later, say after midnight 
Saturday, and to stay a little 
longer. Plus, they probably 
drink more than the dinosaurs 
did 

But it isn’t so easy to relate 
time to the national debt 

Try letting each dollar 
represent one second.

Child's improvement assessed since leaving public schools 


In May of this year, I wrote a 
letter to the Newton Graphic 
which discussed the social and 
academic gains which occurred 
as a result of my daughter's 
transfer into a parochial school 
program. I recounted that she 
has grown immeasureably in 
social confidence, and has 
aquired a good feeling about this 
as well as about academic pro- 
wess. I attributed this growth and 
change to a parochial school at 
mosphere which places a serious 
emphasis on individual kindness 
and cooporation, as well as on the 
acquisition of skills and 
knowledge 

Since that letter appeared in 
the Newton Graphic, I have 
received a great outpouring of 
support and agreement with the 
transfer, and have also collected 
other people’s anecdotes about 
disenchantment with the Newton 
Public Schools, Newton residents 
who have acted and felt similarly 
have telephoned, written and 
stopped me on the street to report 
that neither had their children's 
academic and social needs been 
appropriatly or adequately met 
under Newton Public Schools’ 
philosophy and curriculum re- 
quirements. 

Some of these parents are still 
hanging in there, but they are 
also expressing discouragement 
about the academic deterioration 
so evident in their young 
children's public education, They 
remember the basic skills ex- 
posure and practice which was 
occurring in the education of 








older Newton siblings and 
graduates 

I was touched to have people 
repeatedly thank me for voicing 
what they have felt, but could not 
effectively communicate to 
school personnel, when con 
fronted with bland educational 
environments, They reported 


feeling of utter helplessness, as 
they watched their children 
stumble along from grade to 


grade, until the lack of academic 
discipline and basic skills, by age 
eight and up, was too appalling to 
tolerate. 

It was then that they began the 
search for an alternative to 

laissez-faire’’ writing slop 
piness, chronic math errors and 
inability to do standard calcula 
tions, a “catch-as-catch-can” at 
titude about science and social 
studies areas pacher-tolerated 
peer ranking” problems, and 
too many social and leisurely 
hours in the school day 

Many of us now see that our ex 
public school students, formerly 
pronounced as un 
mathematical’, and in future 
need of hand calculators to do 
simple math problems, can func 
tion very well indeed. Standardiz 
ed math testing, after a year or 
two in a responsive setting, is 














revealing either ‘‘on grace ! ] 
or often “above gr 
scores for these onc nt 


math students. 

Many of us are discovering that 
our illiterate youngsters, who 
produced chronic grammatical, 
spelling, and punctuation errors

now deliver lengthy, creative 
papers that reveal well 
developed content and_ skills 
Surely we see in their new en 


vironments that they have had 
enough consistent practice and 
exposure to pragmatic writing 
agendas. 

We more out-of-school 
reading going on and less nonsen 
sical television viewing. We see a 
new found interest in science and 
social studies areas. often 
curiosity beyond the text and unit 
material presented regularly at 
school. We also note that the 
children no longer regularly flick 
the T.V, dial when the current 
events or science shows are on 
the tube 

We note that it does not take 
money to enforce a quiet, order 
ly, and well-planned atmosphere 
in which each child can work in: 
dependently and effectively, if 
given structured, meaningful

We know that it costs not one 
penny to eliminate the long hours

family housing units equal to 10 
percent of the total units created 
by the development 


As an example, a developer 
who receives a special permit to 
construct 20 condominium units 
must also provide the city with 
two units of family housing, 








In the past, most developers 
have built new family housing 
units ‘‘on-site,”’ at the location of 
their development, although the 
law does not require this, ac- 
cording to Quatrale. The 
Hawthorne Avenue and Langley 
Road homes are the first 10 per 
cent developments that involve 
“off-site’’ rehabilitation of 
already existing houses, he add- 
ed.

High marks for city services [~

NEWTON Residents have 
had their say and they have given 
mostly high marks to the city’s 
performance when delivering 
major services, according to the 
1984 opinion profile released this 
week 

Approximately 60 percent of all 
the city's households used the 
“services opinion questionnaire” 
accompanying their 1984 annual 
city census forms to rate the ci 
performance in a variety of 
as “good,” ‘‘fair,”’ 

poor”’ or ‘‘don’t know.”’ 

A majority of those responding 
termed as ‘‘good"’ the city’s per 
formance in law enforcement, 
fire protection and trash collec- 
tion, but gave low marks to the ci- 
ty’s library services. The ratings 
take on greater significance 
when com ed to residents’ 
responses six years ago in 1978. 
























That comparison shows both a 
strengthening and deterioration 
of city performance in eral 
service areas.

Flexibility + strength + guts =Olympics

Sixty perfectly sculptured legs bend at the knees, propelling 30 lithe 
bodies skyward. Muscles flex, toes point and jaws tense. 

Over and over the girls jump — forwards, backwards, sideways. 
Sweat beads shimmer on their foreheads and upper lips. 

Thigh and calf muscles visibly tighten and release. Eyes squint 
with painful determination. 

High above the blur of colorful leotards hangs a large flag 
emblazoned with the Olympic rings. Below, 30 young gymnasts work 
out for five hours a day, five days a week, hoping to someday compete 
in the Olympics. 

Coach Bob Colorossi shouts to his team from the sidelines of the 
spacious gymnasium as they warm up for the long day ahead. ‘‘High 
knees, work those arms, let’s go! Faster! C’mon girls, work that toe 
point! Work it!” 

Turning from the bobbing, barefoot athletes, he says, “It takes 
flexibility, strength and guts to be an Olympic gymnast. And a 
special sparkle in their eye — internal drive,” 

The Massachusetts Gymnastics Center in Waltham offers classes 
to males and females from age one to 80, Each year, some of those 300 
students will audition for the Masstars, Colorossi’s competitive gym- 
nastic team, 

These select few are the ones who want to spend long, hours 
sweating, stretching twisting and catapulting their bodies through a 
variety of apparatus during workouts, They are the gymnasts with 
the sparkles in their eyes who hope to compete in the 1988 and 1992 
Olympics. 

“You can see it in some of them,”' Colorossi says as he surveys the 
team members who range in age from nine and 18, ‘‘Some are so ag- 
gressive, they'll try anything. 

“Not everyone can handle five hours of training a day," he con- 
tinues, ‘It takes a special kind of kid to do that as well as their 
schoolwork and home responsibilities. And 90 percent of these kids 
are B plus, A students. 

A coach for only five years, Colorossi, 24, has not been at it long 
enough to see one of his students make it to the Olympics, But he 
plans on changing that 

“Yes, someday, I'd like to be in the Olympics,” admits 11-year-old 
Gabrielle Budman of Newton, one of the Masstars. ‘'I like to compete 
and to work out, I've been doing it since I was seven and I just really 
like to do it. It’s fun.”’ 

There is a price for all that fun, however. Nine-year-old Siri Larsen 
of Cambridge winces with pain after dismounting from the bars. Col- 
orossi stops in the middle of a sentence, walks toward her and asks to 
see her palms, She reveals reddened, blistery fingers and tells him 
“it hurts.” 

He quickly disappears and returns carrying leather, fingerless 
gloves. “Put these pads on your hands and try it again,’’ he says, 
tenderly, She does, without much success, Dejection clouds her eyes. 
“They're very hard on themselves,’ he observes. ‘The kids get real 
upset with themselves when it doesn't work. 

A gymnast since he was 13, Colorossi looks like someone who's 
spent most of his life exercising; he’s trim and limber. 

As the team practices, Colorossi is always moving; jumping down 
to all fours to demonstrate a movement; rearranging floor mats to fit 
the height of each gymnast; or spotting one of the girls as she works 
through a routine. The young athletes burst into happiness when he 
praises them. His manner is firm, but he is not a tyrant. 

“The success of an athlete also depends on the interpersonal rela- 
tionship between her and the coach,”’ says Colorossi who is quick to 
boast that last March, his team blew away every other team in the 
division one state competition — the highest level in Massachusetts.

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USGA still depends on Gaquin

By far the most successful of all U.S. 
Women’s Open golf championships staged 
by the USGA was that a few weeks ago at the 
Salem Country Club. Salem and the USGA 
reached out to take Jim Gaquin out of partial 
retirement on the Cape to be the manager of 
the tournament. 

Jim is the former News-Tribune sports 
writer who at various times was press 
secretary for the PGA Tour, PGA tourna- 
ment manager, executive director of the 
Royal Canadian Golf Association and tour- 
nament relations manager for the USGA. 
His track record was one of success. At 
Salem, he drew raves for masterminding an 
event which drew a record 42,000. 

The tournament was staged to coincide 
with the 20th anniversary of Babe 
Didrikson's 1954 triumph at Salem. Gaquin 
got back to his typewriter as the author of an 
article in the program souvenir book titled 
“Golf's Most Incredible Victory."’ It follows: 

By James F. Gaquin Jr. 
The words of the Frank Sinatra hit put it best 
as far as 1954 was concerned...It was a ‘‘very 
good year."” 

Just to put it in focus for you: 

President Eisenhower was in his second 

year in the White House...The big 
Washington story was the Senate Army- 
McCarthy Hearings...The French pulled out 
of Indochina as Dienbienphu fell, setting the 
stage for the U.S, involvement in what was to 
become the Vietnam War...The U.S. 
Supreme Court banned segregation...Salk 
vaccine was introduced...Three Peurto 
Rican nationalists shot up the House of 
Represenatives, wounding five con- 
gressmen. 
And on the sports front, Rocky Marciano 
was world heavyweight cham- 
pion...Australian Peter Thomson won the 
first of his five British Opens.,.Lame-armed 
Ed Furgol won the U.S. Open...Sam Snead 
won his third and last Masters...Little-known 
Arnold Palmer won the U.S. Amateur in 
Detroit...Maureen Connolly prevailed at 
Wimbledon for the third time. 

As for entertainment, the big movie hits 
were The High and the Mighty, Executive 
Suite, and The Wild One... The most popular 
TV shows included The Life of Riley, Arm- 
strong Circle Theater, Ozzie and Harriet, 
The Garry Moore Show, Arthur Godfr 
Talent Scouts, Studio One, and Ted Mac! 
Amateur Hour... And People were humming 
Hey There, Hernando’s Hideaway, Fly Me to 
the Moon, Secret Love, Three Coins in the 
Fountain, Lisbon Antigua, Strangers in 
Paradise, Mr, Sandman, Cross Over the 
Bridge, Melody of Love, Skokion andI Love 
Paris 

Potatoes were cheaper and so was 
everything else. You could buy sirloin for 86 
cents per pound and lobster meat for $1.49 
per pound.,.An Olds 88 cost $2,363, gas 28 
cents per gallon, and you could get The 
Boston Globe for a nickel. 

And 1954 produced probably the most

She died a little more than two years later. 

Perhaps the late Tom Fitzgerald, The 
Boston Globe's brilliant and witty golf and 
hockey writer, best appraised the 
significance of the Babe’s astounding feat 
when he wrote: 








Another fabulous chapter was added to 
The projected movie biography of Mrs. 
Babe Dirikson Zaharias this afternoon. 


And No writer could have given it half 
the flourish that the gallant and remark- 
able lady from Texas did herself as she 
ran off with the Women’s Open 
Championship on the Salem Country 
Club course. 


Only 15 months after her operation for 
cancer, the Babe put together what 
probably were the four greatest sus- 
tained rounds by any woman golfer in 
history for a 72-hole total of 291. 


Babe's 291 can be placed in better perspec- 
tive when it is noted that pre-championship 
speculation estimated the winning score at 
over 300, Babe herself had predicted 307. So 
strong was the amateur field that former 
Open champion Louise Suggs suggested vic- 
tory by an amateur was a distinct posibility. 
Patty Berg, winner of the first U.S. Women's 
Open, said she'd gladly settle for 300, and on- 
ly defending champion Betsy Rawls pro- 
phesied a winning score under 300. (She 
predicted 298. ) 





Fifty-three contestants teed off in the first 
round, and when the dust settled, Babe 
shared first place at 72 with amateur Claire 
Doran, a 30-year-old vacationing school 
teacher from Cleveland, Only two shots off 
the pace was Mickey Wright, an obscure 
amateur from San Diego who would succeed 
Babe as the dominant player on the LPGA 
Tour. Veteran pro Betty Hicks was another 
shot back at 75 


Mrs. Zaharias was exuberant after her 
four-birdie 37-35. As she walked off the 18th 
green, she cracked to a group of golf writers, 
‘Man, I don’t know when I’ve felt so good, 
and I can’t remember when I hit the ball so

well and knew where it was going at the 
time." 


Those opening round 72s constituted a 
women’s course record for Salem C.C., but 
that record lasted only one day as Babe took 
complete control of the championship with a 
one-under par 71 in the second round, giving 
her a 36-hole total of 143 and a lead of seven 
strokes over Hicks and Doran, Babe's 37-34 
round was a model of consistency that in- 
cluded bogeys on the first and par-3 14th 
holes and birdies on the 12th, 15th, and 16th. 

The grueling 36-hole final on Saturday, 
June 3, finally took its toll as Babe went four 
over par on the last six holes, but only after 
firing a solid, one-over-par 73 in the morning 
round. This gave her a whopping 10-stroke 
lead with one round to play and she breezed 
home. 

















Babe's 12-stroke victory margin stands as 
a USGA record to this day.! 


The esteemed and erudite Al Laney wrote 
golf for the New York Herald Tribune for 
years. Laney, an elegant literary stylist, 
not easily impressed. In the argot of today, 
Laney “had seen it all.” 








But impress Laney the Babe certainly did! 
Of her 36-hole triumphant march on July 3, 
Al wrote: ‘She acted the part of champion to 
perfection with her nearest pursuers, 
already dimly seen in the far distance at the 
start, fading more and more out of the pic- 
ture as the day wore on. 

“At the very end, the champion’s quality 
stood out most strongly. Over the last four or 
five holes, the Babe had begun to fly the first 
faint distress signals. Her tee shots, which 
had begun to fade and hook badly, a sure 
sign of fatigue. 

“At the final hole, with all the people lining 
the course and waiting to escort her home, 
she sliced her drive badly into a wicked 
place among trees. She could have used as 
many strokes as she pleased to finish and the 
sensible thing to do was to sacrifice a stroke 
and play back to the fairway. But the Babe 
took the position that this was no way to 
finish. She found a tiny opening and she took 
a long iron and went through it toward the 
distant green. A champion's shot and a great 
roar greeted it. It gave her a chance for a 
par-4, She missed it by an inch, but she had 
finished in a champion’s way. 

“For the Babe has now completely 
outclassed all her challengers. She has set 
the pattern by which a champion should act 
on the course and off it and in the future all 
women golfers must be judged as they 
measure up to the standard or fail to do so,"”

The 28rd annual Charles H 
Cosgrove Memorial Golf Tourna 
ment is slated to tee off on Sun

BC names first community liaison ever

NEWTON When a tall young man in a 
tie appeared before aldermen last Monday 
night to speak in support of an ordinance 
aimed at curbing Boston College football 
game tailgate parties, the visit christened a 
new era of relations between the 121-year-old 
school and the community 

The neatly dressed man with a briefcase 
was 28-year-old Dr. Laurence Barton, 
recently named as the first director of com- 
munity affairs in BC's history 

The most important part of my job, for 
lack of a better term, will be to act as kind of 
ambassador of goodwill to the community,” 
the former journalist and BC alumnus said 

His primary responsibility will be to act as 


liaison, reporting directly to President Fr 
Donald Monan, between BC and city of- 
ficials, as well as civic, neighborhood and 


community groups, and to strengthen 
University-community relations, activities 
that all boil down to one word - communica- 
tion 


[I want to try to become more effective in 
letting people know we are open and accessi- 
ble to them. We're really right down the 
street. We're here and people should use us. 

This is a major step on the part of Boston 
College to show care about our 
hometown,” he said 

According to Barton, his post was created 
this summer in response to the increased 
demands on the time of Vice President of 
Student Affairs Kevin Duffy caused by 
burgeoning residential inquiries and con- 
cerns and the perceived need for ‘‘a unified 
voice to speak to the community." 

Relations between the nation’s largest 
Catholic university and city officials have 
been marked by mutual cooperation since 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann and Monan coin- 
cidently began their respective leadership 
roles 12 years ago, but for groups like the 
Chestnut Hill Association, who has battled 
the school on traffic, parking and noise 
issues, things have not always been so plea- 
sant

The school accepts more high school 
students from Newton than from almost any 
other neighboring community. Of the 105 
public, private and parochial school 
graduates who applied for admission, 42.8 
percent, or 45 Garden City students were ac- 
cepted for admission into BC's class of 1988, 
according to Barton. 


The buying power of Boston College's 
nearly 2,000 workers and 14,000 students 
represents a_ significant ‘‘economic 
presence”’ in the community and makes the 
school, along with the Honeywell Corpora- 
tion, the ci largest employer, he said 

A $28 million, 700,000 volume main library

By the time the Africar’s 
wooden frame and_ kitchen- 
ipboard-like interior are ready 
for production in 1986, Howarth 
estimates he will be in debt $5 
million for design and develop- 
ment mostly to his “friendly 
neighborhood bank.""

There are three Africar 
designs. Howarth said he expects 
the one based on the Land Rover 


to cost about $2,000 to produce. In 
Kenya, a real Land Rover sells

Along with its tiny price tag 
the Africar can be produced now 
with 50 percent local imput in the 
developing world, Howarth 
claims. As an added bonus

Designed with high clearance 
for rough ground and an extra 
wide wheelbase, the Africar now 
uses a Citroen engine although 
Howarth has nearly completed 


his own design for both gasoline

Howarth claims that the cars

Fall brings out the fears

NEWTON — In the flurry of activity surrounding 
back-to-school time, jmuch attention is paid to the 
terror and anxiety of nursery-schoolers, 
kindergarteners and first-graders facing their first 
day in class 

But there is another group of children for whom 
the fear of school can be equally acute and, 
sometimes, \more difficult to accept and unders- 
tand, According to experts, a large proportion of 
school phobies are teenagers. 

For these adolescents, transitions into junior high 
or high school, crises or shifts in family situations, 
the pressures of academic expectation and even the 
turmoil of adolescent emotions can trigger un- 
manageable fears. 

School phobia defined generally as a child's 
partial or total inability to attend school — normal- 
ly surfaces after vacations. September and 
January are key months. 

Frequently, a child will be fine for the first week 
or two of school and then will suddenly be over- 
whelmed by panic and dread. 

Irwin Hoogheem, attendance supervisor for 
Newton Public Schools, estimates his office handl- 
ed 30 to 40 cases of school phobia in junior and 
senior high school students during the past school

year, Newton North High School 
counselor Vaunita Schnell believes the total 
number of cases is much higher, as many 
counselors work on their own with students, without 
involving the attendance office. 

“There are certainly more teenagers (who are 
school phobic) than anybody would ever believe," 
says Schnell, who headed the Day Junior High 
School counseling department before moving to 
North last year, and who takes a special interest in 
the disorder 

Schnell suggests school phobia may, in fact, be 
more serious among older students than among 
elementary-aged kids because of the danger that 
teenagers may leave school forever.

Coping with mental illness 


Families ally in time of need

NEWTON In retrospect, the signs of 

Molly Anderson's” illness were evident two 
years before that January day at the Univer 

ity of Michigan 

There was the downslide in grades during 
her last high school years; the occasional 
periods of skipping school that turned into 
days and weeks; and the omplaints that she 
couldn't study, couldn't concentrate, 
couldn't think 

In her freshman year of college, she miss 
ed her plane on the way home for a visit, 
missed it again on the way back and couldn't 

eem to manage packing and fastening her 
Suitcase to leave 

She began to withdraw at school, closing 
herself in her room, sleeping for hours and 
not answering her phone 

Then, in January, her parents got the 
telephone call 

Molly’s"’ behavior had suddenly become 
bizarre and erratic, She had run, incoherent 
to a nearby church and been rushed to the 
hospital 

Within days, her parents brought her home 
to Newton. Within months, she was diagnos 
ed as having schizophrenia, described by 
mental health professionals as a major men 
tal illness normally characterized by social 
withdrawal, hallucinations, looseness of 
associations and other disordered thinking 
The symptoms often surface during late 
adolescence or early adulthood 

Once thought to be caused by one’s upbr 
inging and family experience, schizophrenia 
is now generally believed to have 
biochemical and/or genetic roots. Yet the 
stigma of mental illness remains. 

‘Molly’s’’ parents do not want their iden 
tities known. The places in their story have 
also been changed, because there is always 
the fear that someone will laugh, point, or 
worst of all — simply turn away 

But for families like the ‘“Andersons,”’

there are now support groups where storie 
can be shared and where family members of 
the chronically mentally ill can join together 
to advocate for their relatives and learn 
about medical advances and legal detail 


One such group is the 10-year-old Alliance 
for Mental Health, with both national and 
state organizations and a dozen affiliated 
local chapters in Massachusetts alone. 


Two years ago, Weston resident Virginia 
Davis helped organize the first meeting of 
the Alliance for the Mental Health of 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston-Needham, held at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 


It was such an emotional thins he 
recalls. “The people there never knew that 
others were going through the same thing. I 
saw a friend I knew years back. I never knew 
she had someone mentally ill (in her family

They go to social events and people ask 
‘bout their children and they lie about the 
mentally ill one, or they tell the truth and 
people walk away,” she said. ‘Here (at 
group meetings), family members get 
together and tell their pain, their stories and 
their worries. They listen and facilitate other 
feelings like anger and resentment and 
jealousy of those with well children.” 


Medication and treatment had ‘‘Molly” 
back on her feet and able to work and drive a 
car for close to two years. Then, in 1978, she 
began to fall apart. She heard voices and 
became extremely paranoid and, at times, 
violent 

Now 26, ‘‘Molly’s”’ adult life has consisted 
of a string of hospitalizations, interspersed 
by weeks, months and, at one point, two 
years at home, She has tried every medica 
tion used for schizophrenia and undergone 35 
hock treatments 

For families of such kids, the pain is im 
mense 

Many (of these children) are quite 
brilliant,” notes Davis, who was president of 
the Alliance until this year. ‘‘They were go- 
ing to be doctors, lawyers, statesmen. Some 
have gone through college. Some have even 
been struck down in college. And when they 
1 good (period), you wouldn't know a 
was wrong with them.’ 

The “Andersons” turned to the Alliance to 
learn about schizophrenia and how to cope 
with it. Many other members have relative:

Richardson's fame 
will hinder Shamie 


No doubt about it, the hill has become 
steeper for Walpole’s well respected Ray 
Shamie in his quest for the Republican 
U.S. Senate nomination. While his home 
state delegates were courteous and sym- 
pathetic, opponent Elliot Richardson saw 
his stature as a national celebrity pay off 
at the Dallas convention. 

A simple fact of life would appear to be 
that while the state GOP establishment 
people appreciate the persistence of 
Shamie, they really haven’t beaten the 
drums for him. It is not an example of par- 
ty commitment to would-be candidates 
from the business community, who have to 
have a lot of desire to try to break into elec- 
tive politics. 

Richardson, of course, is a career man 
in government, a veteran of numerous 
campaigns and appointments to high 
federal office. It is not a charisma thing, 
like that of a Kennedy, but rather a profes- 
sionalism which sets him apart. More than | 
anything else, his rejection of the Nixon 


cabal’s order in the Saturday Night 
Massacre when he resigned as attorney 





general, refusing to fire special prosecutor 
Archiblad Cox, makes him an American 
folk hero. 

In Dallas, his repudiation of the conven- 
tion platform was a typically proper 
Richardson act, sure to be welcomed by 
the moderate-liberal constituency back 
home. He has avowed support of Reagan 
while shunning the platform. 

Massachusetts, despite the fact that it 
gave Ronald Reagan a slight edge over 
Jimmy Carter in 1980, is clearly a 
wasteland in the minds of the Republian 
hierarchy. With the exception of Richard- 
son, it threw no weight at the convention 
and its role drew no attention on national 
TV. Apart from local station glimpses, 
Ray Shamie was an invisible man. 

The GOP’s premier contest in this state, 
with only a few weeks to go, has scarcely 
gotten off the ground. There have been the 
obligatory appearances around the Com- 
monwealth, the press releases, a few 
direct confrontations and, more recently, 
the TV commercials. But no one yet seems 
really excited about the outcome. 

The November finale will be something 
else again. 

Shamie’s best chance could be a small 
Republican turnout in which he obtains 
enough carryover support from his 1982 
race against Ted Kennedy to prevail. It is 
more likely Republicans will be making a 
decision as to which man is the most for- 
midable candidate and thus most able to 
defeat the Democratic nominee. That is 
where Richardson’s credentials will pro- 
bably count for so much.

they justify crucifying Meese to the 
Republic without a similar campaign on 
Zaccaro? The Republicans revelled in it. 


After all, it’s easier for a voter to focus on $4 
million in personal income than a clear na- 
tional debt the dollar total of which is impossi- 
ble for the human mind to comprehend. 

The media brouhaha over whether or not to 
show Reagan’s campaign film was even more 
ridiculous. Mr. Reagan begins, humbly 
enough, repeating the oath of office, and, by 
the end of the show, he has taken credit for 
everything from America’s performance in 
the Summer Olympics to Independence Day. 

When it comes right down to it, the only real 
difference between Russian propoganda and a 
Mobil Oil commercial, which is exactly what 
Reagan's promotional flick sounded like if you 
closed your eyes, is that the Russians don’t 
have to pay their networks to get air time. 

It was surprising to see Reagan, the first 
president in history with ‘‘mood hair’’ (well- 
placed streaks of grey at election time/brown, 
black and/or red the rest of the time), still 
awake at midnight when the ‘Show Me” state 
of ‘“‘Mizura’’ ended all the suspense and put 
him up for four more years - or however long 
he lives. 

Wasn't it Ronnie who fell asleep on Pope 
John Paul II? Didn't Nancy prompt him at a 
speech when his eyes suddenly glazed over 
and he couldn't answer a simple question? 
Wasn't it Reagan, the same man who publicly 
condemned Louis Farrahkan for his inflam- 
matory rhetoric, who ‘jokingly’ condemned 
the Russians to death ‘‘in five minutes,” 

If Reagan truly believes ‘weakness invites 
adventurous adversaries,” how could he ex- 
pect the Soviet Union, which sees America as 
just as hell-bent for world domination as we 
see them, to opt for something less than keep- 
ing pace with this country’s spiralling defense 
spending. 

The Republicans are not the only ones at 











fault here. Only the Democrats could be naive 
enough to ac e Reagan of planning a tax 
hike before he even made a public statement 
saying he was considering one. There's little 
doubt he would have raised taxes, but the 
Democ premature accusation left 
Reagan with an “out’’ on the issue and, in 
fact, gave him time to alter hi bread and 
approach and claim he is figuring 
out how to avoid a tax hike. 

In the next two months, Americans will get 
a taste of the power an incumbent candidate 
wields at election time. He surely will not face 
questions from the press and almost definitely 
will stay away from more than two debates 
with Walter Mondale. He will make sure he is 
preceived as ‘the president” only, rather 
than a presidential candidate. 

Many of my peers have messages for both 
parties. To the Republicans we say: Respect 
for the White House shouldn't be confused 
with blind obedience. Patriotism shouldn’t be 
confused with suicidal nationalism. Doomsay- 
ing should not be confused with realism. 
“Fear and retreat’? should not be confused 
with the rational pursuit of a better world, The 
status quo of economic prosperity may just 
get this country by for the next four years, but 
it is only a bandaid when major surgery is 
needed. 

To Reagan, in particular, we say: You are 
as old as your beliefs. You have only a tenuous 
grip on the realities of the 1980’s. You are 
scary as a person and horrifying as the leader 
of the free world, 

To the Democrats we say: If you can’t unify 
the nation's only truly representative party 
against as onerous a presidential prospect as 
Ron Reagan, you don’t deserve to represent 
us in the White House. 

To Mondale, in particular, we sa 
Hart's right. You're ‘“‘mush.”’ Nice try 
bye. 

When it comes time to deal with the serious, 
long term issues facing the nation and the 
world, not just the pragmatic or popular ones, 
Americans of my generation will call on the 
Democrats, but the pendulum just hasn’t 
swung far enough yet. 

For now, young Americans, many of whom 
probably will not tear themselves away from 
“MTV” long enough to vote in November, will 
just have to hold on tight for the next four 
years and hope Reagan/Bush don’t find a way 
to send us all to war in time for the next elec- 
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Dallas businessman Trammell 
Crow lives in a society of Texas 
plutocrats who measure their 
wealth in ‘‘units’’ each 
equivalent to $100 million, In local 
parlance, he is worth “five units."’ 

During the Republican National 
Convention here, Crow offered his 
thoughts about being selected to 
deliver a welcoming address to the 
delegates. 

‘When I was accorded this 
honor,”’ explained Crow, ‘my reac- 
tion was: ‘Why me? I’m not a 
politician or a party leader. I’m 
just a concerned citizen and a 
businessman.’ Then I realized that 
ordinary Americans are what our 
party is about."’ 

Crow may fit the convention's 
definition of a ‘concerned citizen” 
and an “ordinary citizen” but he 
doesn’t qualify under any other 
standard, The world's largest 
developer and leaser of commer- 
cial real estate, Crow has a per- 
sonal fortune estimated at $500 








million, which makes him one of 
the countr: ichest men. 

Crow was hardly a typical par- 
ticipant in the convention, but in 
man. spects, he personified the 
mal alism, elitism and insularity 
which were so vividly displayed 
here. 

Almost 20 percent of the 
delegates had family incomes 
which exceeded $100,000 last year, 
according to surveys conducted by 
CBS News and NBC News. Na- 
tionally, only about 1 percent of all 
households are in that bracket. 

















The median family income of the 
convention delegates was $58,000 
about twice as high as the com- 
parable national figure of $24,580. 


Fewer than 1 percent of all 
delegates were blue-collar 
workers. 


The unrepresentative character 
of the convention extended well 
beyond those standard 
demographic measurements. The 
process of drafting the party's plat- 
form, for example, was marked by 
repeated displays of ideological ar- 
rogance on the part of conservative 
extremists who cannot be con- 
sidered, under any rational stan- 
dard, to be in the mainstream of 


either the Republican Party or the 
nation’s political process. 

No less an authority than Presi- 
dent Reagan's daughter Maureen 
publicly complained about the 
“Neanderthals” on the Platform 
Committee who summarily re- 
jected the views of those with 
whom they disagreed on the issues 
of abortion and the proposed Equal 
Rights Amendment. 

“The vast majority of elected 
Republicans and women support 
ERA and are pro-choice,” said Ms. 
Reagan. ‘This Platform Commit- 
tee has taken the attitude that only 
they know what is truly right. It's 
an exclusionary process."’ 

Those who dominated the fre- 
quently mean-spirited delibera- 
tions of the Platform Committee 
were proud of their work. Rep. 
Jack F. Kemp, R-N.Y., for in- 
stance, boasted that the final pro- 
duct was the most radical platform 
in the party’s history 

There was no shortage of moral 
certitude elsewhere at the conven- 
tion. Members of the Rules Com- 
mittee, for example, insisted that 
they knew what was best for the 
GOP when they systematically 
rebuffed attempts to make future 
convention delegations more 











representative of both Republican 
voters and the nation’s population 

That action inspired Kansas At- 
torney General Robert T. Stephan, 
4 convention delegate and the GOP.

There is a big difference between school phobics, 
who are literally unable to attend school, and school 
truants, who simply do not want to come to school, 
experts stress. Typically, phobic children become 
panicked as it the time approaches to leave for 
school in the morning. They are overcome by feel 
ings of dread and misgiving. They may sweat and 
hake or develop headaches, abdominal pain, 
nausea or extreme fatigue 

Their parents may not be able to wake them up or 
get them ready for school in the morning. Or the 
children may not be able to go to sleep the night 
before 

(Going to school) was like being told you have to 
jump into a pool from a thousand-foot platform 
and you don’t even know how to swim,”’ recalled 
one former phobic 

The reasons children often give for such dread 
are that the school is too big, they do not like the 
teachers, the teachers are not good to them, they do 
not like the kids, or they are afraid of getting har 
rassed or beat up. 

Although such fears sometimes do prove to be at 
the root of the problem, the real, underlying cause 
of school phobia is often separation anxiety, experts 
say. Performance anxiety and the frustration of 
learning disabilities are also pointed to as 
sional culprits. 

Sometimes there is something going on at home 
and they (phobic children) are afraid to leave 
because they're afraid something will happen, 
says Schnell. ‘Sometimes they're involved in such

cent school phobia, Schnell believes the 
phenomenon is on the rise. She attributes the in 
crease to a boost in average school size and a high 
divorce rate, accompanied by the frequent erosion 
of home and family stability 

Normally, when a student shows signs of being 
phobic, counselor (or occasionally a 
housemaster) will step in immediately, try to con 
nect with the child, and try to get him or her back to 
school as quickly as possible 

A home visit is usually first on the list for the 
counselor, so he or she can get to know the parents 
and pinpoint the cause of the anxiety. From that 
point on, guidance and/or attendance counselors 
will work closely with the family to help them deal 
appropriately with the child and with school staff to 
get the student involved and to facilitate the 
necessary bonds. 

Often, counselors will visit the home in the morn 
ing to make sure the child is awake. They may offer 
to drive the student to school or take him or her out 
for a cup of coffee 

Our specific instructions (to parents) are not to 





















belabor the issue (of going to school) the night 
before and to be ‘busine: s usual’ in the morn 
ing,’’ says Hoogheem We may use a modified

NEWTON Planning and 
law department officials have

Home equity conversion 
program assists seniors

NEWTON - Older homeowners who are ‘home 
rich but cash-poor,’’ can increase their income 
through the new Senior Home Equity Conversion 
Program now underway in Newton 


The program, started in April, allows moderate- 
income people over the age of 60 to live in their 
home while capitalizing on its value, according to 
Roberta Leviton of the Newton Corner Community 
Development Corporation 


‘Many older people want to stay in their homes 
but their low income makes that difficult. Most of 
the time their home is the only thing of real value 
they own,” said Leviton 


‘This is a program whose time has come,”’ she 
said, commenting on why the idea was put into ac 
tion. ‘Until now, home equity was thought of as a 
frozen asset that couldn't be utilized. Now older 
people can use home equity for their benefit,” she 
said 


The program, newly introduced into the Boston 
area through the Action for Boston Community 
Development, offers two techniques for a person to 
make money on their home 


Reverse mortgages, which are bank loans based 
on the value of the house, allow a person who owns a 
house with little or no mortgage to retain the title of 
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the property and to benetit from its appreciation 

The sale-and-leaseback plan involves an older 
homeowner's selling the house to a lending institu: 
tion, investor, or family, and leasing the home back 
for life. In this plan, the seller receives monthly in: 
come on the sale of the home while, at the same 
time, the buyer pays taxes and provides main 
tainance. The seller will be required to pay an af 
fordable rent 


According to Leviton, other Boston-area com 
munities such as Jamaica Plain, the South End, 
Watertown and Belmont are beginning the pro- 
gram, which originated in the San Francisco. 
Marin County area in California 


Our goal is to act as a councilor to these people, 
and as a liason between them and various banks in 
the area," said Leviton, who declined to name the 
financial institutions already involved with the 
equity program. 






Interest in the program, according to Leviton, 
has been good, but the community development

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Poll of school system 
not useful, Strand says

NEWTON The results of a 
recent questionnaire on Newton's 
public school system, included in 
the city’s latest census, are not 
too useful, says Superintendent of 
Schools John Strand 

The survey asked residents to 
rate the city’s services as 

good fair” or “poor? and 
divided comments on the school 
section into elementary, junior 
high and high school levels 

While 60-72 percent of parents 
with kids in the public schools 
rated the schools at their child’s 
level as “good,’’ only 12-19 per: 
cent of parents with kids in non- 
public schools rated Newton's 
performance at their child’s level 
as “good.”’ Thirty to 35 percent of 
the non-public school parents 
responding described the city’s 

chool quality as “‘fair,’’ while 14 
23 percent saw it as ‘poor.’ 

To be honest with you, I don’t 
think this information tells us 
very much,"’ Strand said, “For 
one reason, we know a significant 
number of children in private 
chool began there (in nonpublic 
schools) I'm more concerned 
about the comments and 
criticisms of those whose 
children attended (the Newton 
schools) and who decided it 
wasn't good.”” 

In a detailed, 1982 survey of 
Newton’s nonpublic school 
parents, 43 percent of the 
respondents reported their kids 
had never attended public school 
The census questionnaire does 
not provide for such distinctions. 

Strand asserted that most 
parents with kids in private 
schools have a low opinion of 
public schools in general. 

The superintendent also said 
the percentages, themselves, ¢ 
misleading particularly 
parents rating grade levels ¢ 
which they have no kids in school. 

The survey states, for exam- 
ple, that 41 percent of parents 
with no kids at the elementary 
level rate the city’s elementary 
schools as ‘‘good,”’ 10 percent 
describe them as rand 2 
percent say they are ‘‘poor."” 

The statistics are ‘tually 
much better than they seem, 
Strand notes, because 47 percent 
of the parents marked the ‘‘don't 
know”’ category. So, in actuality, 
40 of the 53 percent — or close to 
four-fifths — of those responding

Strand listed greater structure 
and discipline and reduced class 
size as the reasons parents most 
freqently cite for moving their 
kids to nonpublic schools at the 
secondary level 


In the School Department's 
1982 survey of nonpublic school 
parents, 42 percent of those 
responding listed class size and 
individual attention among their 
reasons for sending their kids to 
private school. Thirty-seven per- 
cent listed discipline, while 63 
percent pointed to educational 
quality 


“The junior highs in our 
system are significantly bigger 
than the elementary schools and 
people have a lot of concerns 
about whether their kids will get 
enough attention,” Strand said. 


Newton's two 500-800-student 
junior highs, for example, cannot 
compete with the class size of a 
private school with 40 students in 
each grade level, Strand said 


The superintendent defended 
his recent recommendation that 
the city close the smallest of its 
three junior highs, noting that 
there is a ‘“‘tradeoff’’ between 
small classes and a rich range of 
course offerings and ex- 
tracuricular activities. 


“The strength of a school lies 
partly in its size,” Strand said, 
adding, ‘'I think our schools have 
good discipline.’
